In 2010, OSU scored a breakthrough when it gained a share of the Big 12 South title. 


In 2011, OSU won the Big 12 Conference title outright and narrowly missed an appearance in the national championship game by 
the closest margin in BCS history. Since 2008, there has been a string of eight, nine, even 11 and 12-win seasons. 


There is no doubting the trajectory of OSU football. 


But the biggest question of all could be on the verge of being answered. Can Oklahoma State join the true elite of college football 
and contend for conference championships on a regular basis? 


Following the 12-1 championship, Oklahoma State fought through an injury-plagued 8-5 year in 2012. Three quarterbacks started 
multiple games as OSU became the first NCAA team since 1996 with three 1,000-yard passers. And the 8-5 record could have 


been so much better. OSU lost an overtime game at Oklahoma and lost to Texas in the game’s final 30 seconds. 


Despite the injuries and close losses, Oklahoma State finished third in the Big 12, a position it has not fallen below since 2008. A 
third-place finish in a rebuilding year stunted by injuries was impressive. 


But for a program just one year removed from a title, 2012 left a hunger for more while leading to another question. Is it harder to 
win the first title or the second? 


To answer those questions and more, tune into the 2013 Oklahoma State football season.

DEFENSE 


All-conference level tackles, an experienced linebacker corps, talented corners and senior safeties. New defensive coordinator 
Glenn Spencer inherits a group of defenders that are familiar with him and should be able to make an easy adjustment to whatever 
changes he has in store for OSU in 2013. OSU welcomes back seven starters from last year’s unit. 


Defensive Ends 
This position provides the drama for Cowboy fans. Talent seems to be in place, but experience is most definitely not. The young 
guns in place on the outside will hold a big key to OSU's defensive success this season. 


At the end of spring drills, sophomore Jimmy Bean and senior Tyler Johnson held down the starting spots. Bean is coming off a 
monster spring after injury forced him into a 2012 redshirt. Johnson, the converted linebacker, was a terror in the bowl win over 
Purdue. He and Bean provide an instant dose of speed on the outside. 


Junior college transfer Sam Wren was a non-factor early in spring drills after arriving on campus in January. But the final two 
weeks saw him shift gears into attack mode. He figures to be a factor in the fall and is listed as the backup to Johnson. 


True sophomore Trace Clark is also heavily in the mix. The athletic Kansan completed spring drills as Bean's understudy, but he 
will certainly push for starting duties in the fall. 


The list of candidates doesn’t end with the two deep. Three more redshirt freshmen, including Victor Irokansi, Emmanuel Ogbah 
and Jeremiah Tshimanga will look to contribute. True freshman Naim Mustafaa arrived on campus in January. 

The Bottom Line 

Defensive end is an exciting area, although a bit of a mystery. Each of the past two seasons OSU has lost two senior starters at 
the position. In 2013, the athleticism seems to be up, but the experience level is unquestionably down. 


Defensive Tackle 

Oklahoma State may have the best tackle tandem in the Big 12. Returning all-league performer Calvin Barnett and athletic junior 
James Castleman provide OSU with a potent one-two punch. And even more impressive is the fact that the starters are backed up 
by a pair of former starters. 


Barnett, a first-team All-Big 12 performer a year ago, could be in line for All-America honors this season. His capable backup is 
former starter Davidell Collins, who has been part of the Big 12 wars for three seasons. 


Castleman, coming off a breakthrough season in 2012, can rush the passer, plug the running game, or even drop into pass cover- 
age. His backup, senior Anthony Rogers, is coming off of an excellent spring. 


Several more tackles will arrive in the fall and will look to contribute. 

The Bottom Line 

Oklahoma State has not been this solid at tackle in recent memory. Barnett was an instant impact player a year ago and Castle- 
man possibly set the stage for a big final two years. Quality backups, possibly even three deep, make this one of OSU’s most 
talented positions. 


Linebacker 

Oklahoma State returns a wealth of experience at linebacker. The departure of senior Alex Elkins is the only loss off of last year’s 
depth chart. The biggest development of the off-season was the move of Ryan Simmons from the inside to the outside. There are 
no linebackers in the 2013 recruiting class. 


SLB 

There is only one four-year starter on the 2013 Oklahoma State roster and it’s “Star” linebacker Shaun Lewis, who has already 
logged 32 starts in his career. He is smart, seasoned, athletic and has been a difference-maker since stepping foot on campus in 
2010. Joe Mitchell, a rangy and athletic senior, is a more than capable backup and redshirt freshman Seth Jacobs is also in the 
mix after learning the system a year ago. 

Bottom Line 

Oklahoma State has experienced playmakers and contributors at “star” linebacker - an important position when facing the spread 
formations common in the Big 12. That bodes well. 


MLB 
Caleb Lavey is back for another year in the middle. The brain trust of the OSU defense is one of the favorites of the Cowboy 
coaches and another year of experience for him should once again pay dividends. 


Sophomore Demarcus Sherod is the athletic understudy to Lavey. Sherod is one of the marquee members of OSU's linebacker 
recruiting hauls in 2011 and 2012. He takes the role that Ryan Simmons held last year. 

The Bottom Line 

Areturning starter and an athletic backup should mean good things for the Cowboys in 2013. 
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UN OUTLOOK 


WLB 

OSU's lone lost starter at linebacker was Alex Elkins. In his place, the staff has moved sophomore Ryan Simmons from inside 
to outside and he holds down the starter’s role entering fall camp. Simmons is a proven playmaker, but must adjust to his new 
surroundings. 


Another sophomore, Kris Catlin, is second on the depth chart. He'll play an important role in 2013. 

The Bottom Line 

Simmons is popular with the OSU coaches and it was a priority to get him on the field. Catlin has been a special teams contributor 
since he arrived on campus. That duo will be counted on to fill the void left by the loss of the speedy Elkins. 


Cornerback 

Oklahoma State entered the 2012 season with a starting tandem at corner that was considered to be one of the best in the nation. 
However, the final season statistics didn’t necessarily keep pace with expectations. Despite the loss of a starter from that group, 
expectations once again remain high for the corners in 2013. 


Justin Gilbert returns at one spot for his third year as a starter. One of the Big 12's best athletes, Gilbert had a strong spring follow- 
ing a 2012 season that he considered to be average. Gilbert's ability makes him one who can change a game with his play. 


Joining the cornerback mix during the summer was Kansas transfer Tyler Patmon. Patmon was a three-year starter for the 
Jayhawks who graduated with a year of eligibility remaining and chose OSU. He led KU in interceptions and was second in pass 
breakups a year ago. At best, he is a challenger for a starting spot. At worst, he’ll provide very high-quality depth at a position that 
needed a boost. 


A pair of true sophomores competed during the spring at the cornerback spot opposite Gilbert, with Kevin Peterson coming out 
listed as the starter and Ashton Lampkin the backup. Both players saw plenty of playing time a year ago and figure to be improved 
and log a good deal of action in 2013. 

The Bottom Line 

Two proven Big 12 starters and a pair of talented underclassmen should mean good things for the Cowboys. Look for the incoming 
recruiting class to lend a hand in this area as well. 


Safety 
OSU has major experience at safety with a pair of returning senior starters who have senior back-ups. 


Free Safety 
One of Oklahoma State's team leaders is senior Daytawion Lowe. Entering his third year as a starter, Lowe is a fearless and intel- 
ligent leader in the secondary who could be an all-league candidate in 2013. 


Two more seniors, Deion Imade and former corner Larry Stephens, are listed as Lowe's backups. They have both been around the 
program for several years and have been on the field for big moments. 

The Bottom Line 

This position is clearly one of strengths for the team. It is manned by three seniors who have won a lot of games during their 
careers. 


Strong Safety 
The Cowboys return a starter in Shamiel Gary. The Wyoming transfer is coming off a big game in the Heart Of Dallas Bowl and has 
adjusted to Big 12 play. 


Asenior, Zack Craig, is listed as one of the back-ups. He has been a contributor since his true freshman season and is now one of 
the more experienced players on the roster. 


Junior Lyndell Johnson spent the 2012 season as a hybrid player for OSU — a linebacker with safety skills and duties. His consis- 
tent ability to make plays led the Cowboy staff to find him a permanent home on the field. He was a high school safety. 

The Bottom Line 

More seniors mean another position of strength for the Cowboys. Lowe, Craig and Johnson also provide OSU with a healthy dose 
of athleticism on the back side of the defense.

The post-spring depth chart shows that the bulk of Oklahoma 
State's experience is on the defensive side of the ball. Six of 
OSU's seven most experienced players in terms of career 
starts play defense.

SPECIAL TEAMS 


Good special teams play is a long-standing tradition at Oklahoma State. Since joining the Big Eight Conference, OSU has had 25 
players selected all-conference as a punter or kicker. The expectations for 2013 will be high. The experience will not be, as OSU 
must replace three-time All-American and two-time Big 12 special teams player of the year Quinn Sharp. 


Kicker 

OSU must replace Sharp as a punter, kicker and kickoff specialist and it appears unlikely that one person will handle all three 
chores the way Sharp has over the past two years. At the end of spring drills, it appeared UCLA transfer Kip Smith was leading in 
the battle for kickoff duties while sophomore Bobby Stonebraker held the edge on placekicking duties. 

The Bottom Line 

OSU's last two kickers are 2010 Lou Groza Award winner Dan Bailey of the Dallas Cowboys and Sharp, now of the Cincinnati 
Bengals. It would appear that the battle for starting duties will resurface again this fall with a possible new entry from the recruiting 
class, incoming freshman Ben Grogan. Regardless of who wins the job, they have large shoes to fill. 


Punter 

Again it is Quinn Sharp the Cowboys are looking to replace. And while the placekickers may have been hot and cold during the 
spring, the battle for punting duties appears to have taken place on much firmer footing. Michael Reichenstein held the job at 

the end of spring drills. He is capable of delivering the big boot and will concentrate on consistency. Kip Smith is also a viable 
candidate for the punting job. 

The Bottom Line 

If the job of punter can be a high-profile position, Oklahoma State is the place with a parade of all-league and All-America perform- 
ers in its history. Reichenstein and Smith have the potential to write their names into that tradition but first things first - one must 
establish himself as a starter. 


Punt Returns 
OSU now has three experienced punt returners on the roster with Josh Stewart listed as the starter entering fall camp. He did not 
return punts until late last season, but had a 64-yard return against Purdue in the bowl win. 


Two other receivers, Charlie Moore and David Glidden, are also on the depth chart in the punt return game. Both have handled 
return duties in the past. 

The Bottom Line 

Of all of OSU's special teams, the punt return unit has probably been the least effective over the past several seasons. The group 
has been adequate but not up to the national standards of some of OSU's other units. Stewart may give the 2013 squad a chance 
to change that. 


Kickoff Returns 

Oklahoma State will be the envy of most programs this fall in regards to kickoff returns. Justin Gilbert, one of the most experienced 
and successful return men in college football, is back for his fourth year of work. Gilbert's five career kickoff returns for touchdowns 
is second among all active NCAA players. 


Auditions are likely to continue for his running mate, but sophomore receiver Brandon Sheperd held the job after spring drills. 
The Bottom Line 

Gilbert is firmly entrenched as one of the best return men in OSU history and a big senior year could make him one of the all-time 
NCAA greats in that category. 


Snappers And Holders 
OSU has another special teams luxury in that it returns both of its long snappers with Andrew Suter handling those duties on punts 
and Connor Sinko the snapper on kicks. 


The job for holder is one that was filled in the spring by Michael Reichenstein. 

The Bottom Line 

Suter and Sinko are known entities at snapper who have performed well. Reichenstein is in position to see his first game action at 
holder. 
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MOORE OF A GOOD THING 


Returning to bolster the Oklahoma State offense is 
powertul receiver Tracy Moore, who missed most 
of 2012 due to injury. 


SAFETY FIRST 


Among the most notable figures on the Oklahoma 
State defense is safety Daytawion Lowe, who has 
started 26 consecutive games entering 2013. 


HIS TIME TO SHINE 


After serving as part of a formidable one-two 
punch with Joseph Randle in the Cowboy 
backfield, Jeremy Smith now steps to the 

forefront of the OSU rushing attack.

OSU COMMUNICATIONS 


The Oklahoma State communications office is located on the 
second floor of the Athletics Center in room 220. The office is 
located in the southwest corner of the original Gallagher-lba Arena. 
The primary office number is 405-744-7714. OSU also maintains a 
satellite office on the coaches’ level of the west end zone of Boone 
Pickens Stadium. 


SEASON CREDENTIALS 


Season credentials for Oklahoma State must be requested through 
OSU's official website. To begin the process, visit www.okstate. 
com/media. Only media covering the Cowboys on a consistent 
basis and on assignment will be considered for season credentials. 
Alost season credential will, unfortunately, result in credentials be- 
ing issued on a game-by-game basis as available. The deadline for 
requesting season credentials is Wednesday, Aug. 14. No season 
credentials will be awarded after that date. 


SINGLE-GAME CREDENTIALS 


Credentials for individual games should be requested one week in 
advance to be considered. Those requests should also be made 

at www.okstate.com/media. Credentials will only be granted to 
media on assignment and to those who cover the Cowboys, or their 
opponent, on a regular basis. 


CREDENTIAL TYPES 


--- MEDIA --- 
This credential is for writers. It includes press box access and a 
press box seat, as well as access to postgame interview rooms. It 
does not allow sideline access until postgame. The media pass is 
also good for visiting radio network/television crew members who 
do not require sideline access. 


--- PHOTO --- 
This credential includes sideline access, interview room access, as 
well as access to the press box and the field level photo work room. 
Photo credential holders will not have a reserved seat in the press 
box. For sideline access, photographers must pick up a game-day 
armband in the press box with ID required. This credential is for 
photographers and videographers. 


SIDELINE SHOOTING 


Videographers are welcome to shoot from the broadcast level of 
Boone Pickens Stadium or on the sidelines. Because of the tight 
sidelines at OSU, shooting areas for each game are designated 

on a field map that is distributed with armbands. The designated 
areas allow space for working media as well as OSU and visiting 
spirit groups to co-exist. The OSU communications office will have 
a photo marshal on the field to assist the media in their game-day 
efforts. The bench areas of both sidelines are off-limits to media. 
While passing through from one end of the field to the other, media 
should walk behind the bench areas. 


VIDEO HIGHLIGHTS

PHOTO WORK ROOM 


The photo work room at Boone Pickens Stadium is located on the 
field level of the west end zone and can be accessed by taking 


the southwest tunnel (the same tunnel used by Bullet to enter the 
stadium) and turning left. The work room is equipped with Internet 
access, drinks, flip cards and game programs. An armband, which 
can only be obtained in the press box, must be visible for admit- 
tance into the west end zone. 


MEDIA WILL CALL 

The will call window for credentials is located on the south side 

of Boone Pickens Stadium next to Gate 1 (adjacent to the media 
entrance). The window will open three hours prior to kickoff and will 
remain open until kickoff. Media arriving after kickoff should call the 
Boone Pickens Stadium press box at 405-744-5757 for assistance. 


MEDIA PARKING 

Media parking for OSU home games is located in the parking 
structure just north of the Monroe and Hall of Fame intersection. 
The structure is just northwest of Boone Pickens Stadium and the 
street address is 509 North Monroe, Stillwater, OK, 74078. From 
6th Street (Highway 51), the primary east-west passage through 
Stillwater, turn north on Monroe Street and proceed through the 
OSU campus through Hall of Fame Avenue to the garage. From 
Hall of Fame Avenue, which loops around the north side of campus, 
turn north on Monroe. From highway 412, the toll road from Tulsa, 
take the first Stillwater exit from the turnpike. At the turnpike gate, 
go straight through the toll booth to Washington Street and take a 
right at the intersection of Washington and McElroy, followed by the 
first left. A shuttle will be available to transport media to the press 
entrance at the stadium beginning three hours prior to kickoff and it 
will continue to operate until the press box is closed. 


STADIUM ACCESS 


Working members of the media should enter at the pass gate 
located in the southeast corner of the stadium. Elevators to the 
press and broadcast levels are located inside the stadium in the 
southeast corner. The press entrance is just east of Gate 1. 


FIELD ACCESS 


To access the field at Boone Pickens Stadium, use the ramp locat- 
ed in the east end zone (athletics center end zone) of the stadium. 
Media credentials do not permit field access until postgame. 


INTERVIEW ROOMS 


The visiting team locker room and interview room are located in the 
Athletics Center, in the east end zone of Boone Pickens Stadium. 
To access the interview area, enter the Heritage Hall museum off of 
the east plaza of the stadium (east end zone). Oklahoma State will 
provide an escort for visiting media and communications directors. 
The Cowboys are housed in the west end zone and OSU will 
provide an escort to OSU's postgame location as well. The Cowboy 
interviews will take place in the team theater room just up the 
northwest tunnel. The OSU postgame locker room is closed. 


PRACTICE POLICIES 


Oklahoma State's football practices are primarily closed to the 
public and media with some exceptions (media will be notified in 
advance of those dates). The first portion of the workouts (generally 
the first 15-20 minutes) is at times open to photographers and 
videographers. Again, media will be notified in advance of those 
opportunities. Media planning to shoot practice should contact the 
OSU communications office in advance to confirm arrangements 
and practice times. 


PRACTICE FIELDS 


In the fall of 2013, Oklahoma State’s new practice facilities will 
open. Located just across Hall of Fame Avenue from Boone Pick- 
ens Stadium will be three new practice fields (two grass and one 
artificial), as well as the Sherman Smith Training Center (OSU's 
new indoor facility). Tentative plans call for OSU to practice during 
fall camp at its traditional location just east of the Athletics Center. 
When camp breaks, the Cowboys will move across Hall of Fame 
Avenue to their new facilities. 


PLAYER AVAILABILITY 

All interviews with Oklahoma State student-athletes should be 
coordinated through the communications office. During the season, 
OSU players are available Mondays at the weekly media luncheon 
and Tuesday post-practice. Telephone interviews may be arranged 
Tuesdays for out-of-state/town media by contacting the com- 
munications office. All interview requests should be made at least 
24 hours in advance. OSU's first-year players (true freshmen and 
transfers) are not available for interviews. 


STAFF INTERVIEWS 

Interviews with the OSU coaching staff should also be arranged 
through the communications office. Head coach Mike Gundy 

and OSU assistant coaches are available after practice Tuesday. 
Telephone interviews with the head coach or staff members can 

be arranged by contacting Kevin Klintworth or Gavin Lang. As with 
the student-athletes, interview requests should be made at least 24 
hours in advance to help expedite the process. 


MONDAY MEDIA LUNCHEONS 

Each game week during the football season, OSU hosts a media 
luncheon in the south club level of Boone Pickens Stadium. Lunch 
is served at noon with requested players and coordinators available 
at 12:30. Head coach Mike Gundy speaks at 1 p.m. Contact the 
communications office for more details. OSU does not normally 
host a luncheon during open weeks of the season. Gundy’s portion 
of the news conference is available live at www.okstate.com and 

is archived as well. It is also available on the OSU FTP site on 
Monday afternoons. 


CONFERENCE CALLS 


Head coach Mike Gundy is available via teleconference on Sun- 
days of game week at 6:15 p.m. (central) and on Mondays on the 
Big 12 Conference call at 10:20 a.m. Contact OSU communications 
for more information on both calls.

Collegepressbox.com is the official media website for Big 12 
Conference football. Access and download weekly game notes, 
quotes, statistics, media guides, headshots, logos and more for the 
conference and each of its member schools.

WEEKDAY CAMPUS PARKING 


Media who visit the OSU campus on a regular basis for practice 
or other media functions can obtain on-campus vendor parking 
permits by stopping by Parking Services, located on the northeast 
corner of the intersection of Monroe Street and Hall of Fame Ave. 


VISITING RADIO 


The visiting radio booth is located on the broadcast level (upper 
concourse) of Boone Pickens Stadium on the south side of the 
field. Only the official radio network of the visiting school will have 
access to the booth. OSU radio rights holder Learfield Communica- 
tions provides three co-op lines in the visitors’ booth and a dry pair 
in the visitors’ locker room. Contact the communications office for 
more information. 


PRESS BOX SERVICES 


On game days, the Boone Pickens Stadium press box opens four 
hours prior to kickoff. The media meal is served two hours prior 

to kickoff. Game notes and flip cards will be available before the 
game. Official stats, notes and quotes will be available during and 
following the game. Mike Gundy’s postgame news conference 

will be available in the press box through the in-house television 
network for those on tight deadlines.

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After the 2010 football season, 
Oklahoma State head coach Mike 
Gundy was named the Big 12 coach 
of the year after the Cowboys 
completed the first 11-win season 
in school history. In 2011, he was 
the national coach of the year after 
leading the Cowboys to a 12-1 
record and a Big 12 championship. 


But just maybe some of that hardware should have been saved for 
2012 when Gundy may have done his best coaching job. Injuries 
forced Oklahoma State into rare territory with three different 
quarterbacks earning multiple starts. Another injury shelved one of 
the most experienced receivers on the roster for several games and 
the top returning pass catcher was forced into a redshirt season 

by injury. And don’t get anyone started on the injury situation in the 
secondary. 


The theme of the 2012 season thus became offense by committee. 
And yet OSU still finished among the top five in the country 

in scoring and total offense for the third straight season. And, 
incredibly, OSU set a school record by averaging 547 yards of 
offense per game. 


Oklahoma State finished 2012 with an 8-5 record while tying 

for third in the Big 12 Conference. In the process, the Cowboys 
completed a 31-8 run over the past three seasons, a 40-15 record 
over the last four seasons and a 49-19 run over the last five 
seasons. OSU has been one of the 10 winningest programs in the 
country since 2008. 


In 2005, when Mike Gundy was elevated to head coach, he could 
have been described as a sentimental selection at his alma mater. 
He was a decorated Oklahoma high school athlete, one of the most 
successful quarterbacks in OSU history, and he had served on 

the staff of the three previous OSU head coaches. His ties to the 
school ran deep for him and his family. Most importantly, he was 
considered a Cowboy by Cowboys. 


Eight seasons later, and with that sentimental choice now the 
winningest coach in OSU football history, it appears the Cowboy 
football program has entered into a new era. 


OSU has an outright Big 12 title and a share of the old Big 12 South 
title over the past three seasons. In 2011, Oklahoma State made its 
first Bowl Championship Series appearance — which resulted in a 
win over fourth-ranked Stanford. The school finished the 2010 and 
2011 seasons ranked among the top 10, including a school-best 
third in 2011. The 2012 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl champs were just 
.0086 of a point from an appearance in the 2012 BCS National 
Championship Game. 


The run to the Big 12 title in 2011 earned Gundy the Eddie 
Robinson Award as the national coach of the year as selected by 
the Football Writers Association of America (after he was a finalist 
for the same honor in 2010). He was also tabbed as the Paul “Bear” 


Bryant College Coach of the Year Award, was voted national coach 
of the year by American Football Monthly and was a finalist for 

the Liberty Mutual national coach of the year award. The national 
accolades came just one year after Gundy was named Big 12 
coach of the year in 2010 for leading OSU to a share of the Big 12 
South title. 


The 2010 and 2011 seasons represented the first 11-win and 
12-win seasons in Cowboy history and OSU has now capped each 
of its last seven seasons with bowl trips. It is a consistency that has 
never been in place in Stillwater. 


OSU was 12-15 after 27 games under Gundy. Since then, the 
Cowboys have gone 55-20 and are riding the previously-mentioned 
school-record streak of seven consecutive bowl appearances. 
Gundy has coached 13 first-team All-Americans during his short 
head coaching career and four individual national award winners. 
And during his tenure, OSU has been firmly established as one of 
the most entertaining offensive teams in America. Six times in the 
last seven years Oklahoma State has been among the nation’s top 
10 in total offense. 


The Cowboys finished the 2012 season averaging 45.7 points per 
game. In fact, only once in the last five years has OSU averaged 
less than 40 points per game. During that same time frame, OSU 
has churned out elite offensive talent. Offensive lineman Russell 
Okung, quarterback Brandon Weeden, receivers Dez Bryant and 
Justin Blackmon and tight end Brandon Pettigrew were all taken in 
the first round of recent NFL Drafts. 


Records have been falling at the box office as well. The 2012 
Cowboys were supported like no other in school history as new 
school marks were set for season tickets (48,876) and the No. 2 
mark was established for average attendance (56,559 — a figure 
that was just 652 below the record of 57,229 set in 2011). Seven 
of the eight single-game attendance highs came in 2011 and 2012, 
including a record 58,895 for the thrilling 2011 win over Kansas 
State. 


Gundy's squad set a Big 12 record with nine first-team All-Big 12 
selections in 2010 and matched that record in 2011. 


While still in the infant stages of his head coaching career, Gundy’s 
coaching tree has already blossomed. Former Gundy coordinators 
include Tim Beckman, head coach at Illinois, Larry Fedora, head 
coach at North Carolina, Dana Holgorsen, head coach at West 
Virginia, and Todd Monken, head coach at Southern Miss. 


Under Gundy, Oklahoma State has won at least seven games in 
seven-straight seasons for the first time ever and won at least nine 
games in four straight seasons for the first time from 2008-11. In 
2010 and 2011, Oklahoma State reached 11 wins in consecutive 
seasons for the first time in school history. OSU reached another 
milestone in 2011 with wins over five ranked teams. 


Oklahoma State reached the Associated Press top 10 in four 
consecutive seasons from 2008-11 and climbed to an all-time high 
of second in 2011 before finishing third. Under Gundy, OSU has not 
only set a school record for first-team all-league selections, but also 
for first-team academic all-conference selections. 


Gundy and Oklahoma State agreed on a new contract in January 
of 2012. The agreement keeps the former Cowboy quarterback 
in charge of OSU's football fortunes through at least 2019. And it 
is documentation of the progress that Oklahoma State has made 
since the 1990 OSU grad became the school’s head coach. 


His record of 67-35 hardly describes the renaissance of Cowboy 
football. Under Gundy’s guidance, OSU's Big 12 record has 
improved from 1-7 in 2005 to 3-5 in 2006, 4-4 in 2007, 5-3 in 2008, 
6-2 in 2009 and 2010, 8-1 in 2011 and 5-4 in 2012. 
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Gundy was hired as the school’s 22nd head 
football coach on Jan. 3, 2005. He had been 
serving as OSU's offensive coordinator under 
Les Miles. It was the culmination of a legendary

In 2009, OSU was ranked in the top 25 all 
season, reaching as high as fifth in the AP poll 
during its 9-4 run. Along the way, OSU set a 

new record for season ticket sales and played 

in front of the largest home crowds in school 
history (all of those attendance marks have since 
been broken). OSU entered the final week of the 
regular season very much in contention for its 
first BCS bowl berth and the Cowboys’ 6-2 Big 12 
record propelled OSU to No. 2 in the Big 12 bowl 
pecking order and an appearance in the Cotton 
Bowl. It was a satisfying achievement considering 
the onslaught of injuries the Cowboys battled 
throughout the year. 


The 2010 season represented a breakthrough 

as OSU finished 11-2 and closed a season in 

the top 10 for the first time since 1984. Brandon 
Weeden became Oklahoma State’s first All-Big 
12 quarterback, Justin Blackmon brought home 
the Biletnikoff Award and Dan Bailey won the Lou 
Groza Award. The Cowboys generated 520 yards 
of offense per game and unveiled a new-look 
passing attack that ranked second nationally (346 
yards per game) and helped OSU score 44.2 
points per contest. All-America accolades rolled 
in for running back Kendall Hunter, Blackmon, 
punter Quinn Sharp and kicker Dan Bailey. 


The share of the Big 12 South title was a first 

for OSU as the Cowboys won 10 games in the 
regular season for the first time ever and for the 
fourth time overall. The 2010 squad also became 
the first OSU team to go undefeated on the road 
since 1945. All of those achievements were 
reached by a team selected to finish fifth in the 
six-team Big 12 South. 


But 2010 simply set the stage for 2011. One 
year after no expectations greeted the Cowboys, 
2011 featured unprecedented demands of OSU. 
The Cowboys were ranked No. 9 in the AP poll 
(tying the all-time preseason high set in 2009) 

to start the season and the squad proved up to 
the task. The Cowboys raced to a 10-0 start and 
reached No. 2 in the AP balloting and in the BCS 
standings before finishing third in both. 


OSU clinched its first outright conference title with 
a lopsided win over Oklahoma and followed up 
that showing with a Fiesta Bowl victory over No. 
4 Stanford to put the wraps on a 12-1 season. 
Blackmon repeated as the Biletnikoff Award 
winner and five Cowboys (Blackmon, kicker 
Quinn Sharp, offensive linemen Levy Adcock 
and Grant Garner, and safety Markelle Martin) 
earned All-America honors. OSU won at Texas 
for the second straight season, knocked off five 
ranked opponents, beat four teams that won 10 
games and beat seven teams in the final BCS 
rankings’ top 30. 


The Cowboys passed for 387 yards per game 
(second nationally), and scored 48.7 points per 
game (also second nationally). OSU led the 
nation in turnovers forced (44) and turnover 
margin (plus-1.62 per game). 


Despite a rash of injuries at crucial positions, 

the 2012 Cowboys maintained their theme of 
explosive offense by finishing the regular season 
leading the Big 12 and ranking third nationally 


with 45.7 points per game and also ranking in the 
top 11 nationally in total offense (fourth), passing 
offense (seventh), fewest sacks allowed per 
game (ninth), first downs per game (11th) and red 
zone scoring percentage (third). 


Making the 2012 numbers even more impressive 
is the fact that OSU was relegated to constant 
instability at quarterback due to injury. True 
freshman Wes Lunt started four games, redshirt 
freshman J.W. Walsh started three and junior 
Clint Chelf started four in the first significant 
action of his career. All three finished the season 
with more than 1,000 passing yards - a first in 
Big 12 history. Each had at least one game with 
at least 330 passing yards and each claimed at 
least one victory over a Big 12 opponent as a 
starter. 


Mike Gundy first arrived on the Oklahoma State 
campus in 1986 after a heavily-decorated prep 
career. He became a four-year starter at OSU 
(1986-89), and led the Cowboys to a pair of bowl 
wins, the 1987 Sun Bowl over West Virginia and 
the 1988 Holiday Bowl over Wyoming. During 
those two seasons, OSU accumulated a 20-4 
record. 


Gundy ended his career as the Big Eight 
Conference's all-time leader in passing and total 
offense. More than 20 years after his playing 
career, his name is still featured throughout the 
OSU record books. Most of his personal marks 
stood until Gundy assumed head coaching 
duties. He began his college career by throwing 
138 passes before tossing his first career 
interception. That streak remained an NCAA 
record until 2008. 


After graduation, Gundy joined the Oklahoma 
State football staff. He coached the receivers in 
1990, the quarterbacks from 1991-1993 and in 
1995, and served as offensive coordinator during 
the 1994 season in the final year for Gundy’s 
college coach, Pat Jones. Gundy has coached 

in Stillwater under each of the three previous 
Cowboy head coaches (Jones, Bob Simmons 
and Les Miles). 


He spent one season at Baylor (1996) as 
quarterbacks coach and passing game 
coordinator before heading to the ACC, where he 
coached at Maryland (1997-2000). He returned 
to Stillwater in 2001 as assistant head coach and 
offensive coordinator, and he also coached OSU 
quarterbacks. 


Gundy is just the third Oklahoma State graduate 
to assume the head coaching duties in Stillwater. 
Jim Lookabaugh (1939-49) and Floyd Gass 
(1969-71) were the others. 


Gundy and his wife, Kristen (also an OSU 


graduate), have three children, Gavin, Gunnar 
and Gage. 
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JOE BUG CLEMENTS 


DEFENSIVE LINE | FIRST YEAR AT OSU/1OTH OVERALL 
KANSAS STATE, 1999 


* Defensive line coach Joe Bob Clements joined the Oklahoma 
State coaching staff in January of 2013 immediately after helping 
lead his alma mater, Kansas State, to the Big 12 title in 2012 as 
the Wildcats’ defensive run game coordinator and defensive ends 
coach. 


+ During Clements’ 16 combined years as a player, staffer and 
full-time assistant coach at K-State, the Wildcats won two Big 12 
championships, four Big 12 North championships, won nine or 
more games in a season 11 times and won 10 or more games ina 
season nine times. 


* In 2012, K-State led the Big 12 in scoring defense, ranked second 


in the conference in rushing defense, turnovers gained and sacks 
and was third in both total defense and pass efficiency defense. 
One of Clements’ defensive ends, Meshak Williams, was honored 
as Big 12 defensive lineman of the year after leading the league 
in sacks and another, Adam Davis, was a second-team all-Big 12 
honoree who led the league with four fumbles forced. 


+ From 2004-05, Clements served as K-State’s recruiting 
coordinator. The two recruiting classes he spearheaded produced 
future NFL players Zac Diles, Yamon Figurs, Tearrius George, 
Justin McKinney and Reggie Walker. 


* Clements spent seven seasons as a full-time member of the 
K-State coaching staff, plus two seasons at San Diego State and 
one season at Kansas prior to joining the staff at Oklahoma State. 


+ At San Diego State from 2006-07, Clements’ time was highlighted 
by the performance of first-team all-Mountain West Conference 
defensive lineman Antwan Applewhite. In Applewhite, Clements 
coached the first Aztec defensive lineman to earn first-team all- 
Mountain West Conference honors in seven years. 


+ At Kansas in 2008, Clements helped coach the Jayhawks to an 
eight-win season and a win over division champion and archrival 
Missouri. The 2008 Jayhawks picked up a convincing 42-21 win 
over Minnesota in the Insight Bowl. 
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* Clements broke into coaching as a student assistant at K-State in 
1999, was elevated to a graduate assistant post with the Wildcats 
in 2001 and earned his first full-time coaching position when Bill 
Snyder promoted him to K-State defensive ends coach in 2003. 


* Clements played defensive end at K-State from 1994-98. He was 
a member of five bowl teams with the Wildcats, highlighted by trips 
to the Cotton and Fiesta Bowls. 


* Clements graduated from Kansas State in 1999 with a bachelors 
degree in mass communications, then added a master’s degree in 
counseling (student development) from K-State in 2009.

* Clements and his wife, Pelusa, have four children, Orianna, 
Chance, Emma and Kaden.

* Tim Duffie joined the Oklahoma State staff in March of 2013 and 
coaches the Cowboy safeties. 


* He came to Stillwater after spending the 2012 season coaching 
the secondary at Wake Forest. In his lone season at Wake, the 
Demon Deacons led the Atlantic Coast Conference and ranked 
25th nationally in turnover margin. 


* Prior to his time at Wake Forest, Duffie spent 2008-11 at 
Colorado State. He was cornerbacks coach from 2008-10 and then 
coached the entire Rams secondary in 2011. He served as CSU’s 
primary recruiter for the state of Texas. 


+ While in Fort Collins, Duffie was heavily involved in recruiting 
much of CSU's top talent, including Crockett Gillmore, an all- 
conference performer in his first season as a tight end in 2011, 
Weston Richburg, a 2010 freshman All-American, and Austin Gray, 
a 12-game starter at safety as a freshman in 2011. In his first 

year at the reins of the Rams full secondary in 2011, Duffie was 
instrumental in helping CSU finish the regular season ranked 14th 
in the nation by allowing only 179.6 passing yards per game. 


* Duffie broke into coaching at UTEP, where he served as a 
graduate assistant coaching linebackers in 2000 and then safeties 
in 2001. He was elevated to his first full-time position coaching the 
Miners safeties from 2002-03 then served as UTEP’s linebackers 
coach from 2004-06 and back to safeties in 2007. 


* During his time at UTEP, he coached nine all-conference 
athletes, the 2004 Western Athletic Conference Defensive Player of 
the Year in Robert Rodriguez and a second-round NFL draft choice 
in Thomas Howard. Howard went on to become an every day 
starter for the Oakland Raiders and Cincinnati Bengals. 


* In addition to his role at UTEP, Duffie worked with the Detroit 
Lions in the summer of 2001 in a coaching fellowship. 


+ Asa two-year starter and four-year letterwinner playing for 
coach Spike Dykes at Texas Tech, Duffie had 202 tackles, six 
tackles for loss, one sack, three passes broken up and two 
interceptions from 1996-99. As a senior, he started all 11 games 
and racked up a single-game career-high 18 tackles at Missouri. 
Asecond-team all-state selection at Jefferson High School in his 
hometown of Jefferson, Texas, Duffie earned Cypress Valley Player 
of the Year honors and was an all-district performer on three occa- 
sions. In addition to football, he lettered in basketball, baseball and 
track. 


* Duffie earned a bachelor’s degree in exercise and sports 
science from Texas Tech in 1999 and a masters in education 
administration from UTEP in 2002. 


* He and his wife, Autumn, have two sons together, Memphis and 
Manhattan. He also has a son, Timias.

* Dunn coached Justin Blackmon to the 2011 Biletnikoff Award 
as America’s top wide receiver in addition to coaching him to 


unanimous All-America recognition. Under Dunn's watch, Blackmon 


set the OSU single-season record for receptions in 2011. 


* In Dunn's two years on staff, Oklahoma State has ranked in 
the top five nationally in scoring offense and total offense both 


years and was second nationally in passing in 2011 and seventh 


nationally in passing in 2012. 


* With Dunn on staff at OSU, both Justin Blackmon (122 receptions 
in 2011) and Josh Stewart (101 receptions in 2012) had seasons 


with more than 100 catches. 


* Dunn spent the 2010 season serving as wide receivers coach at 
Southern Miss after a two-year stay as running backs coach for the 


NFL's Seattle Seahawks. 


+ During his year at Southern Miss, the Golden Eagles went 8-5 
and played in the Beef O’Brady's Bowl. The Golden Eagles ranked 
18th nationally in total offense and were 15th nationally in scoring 
offense. Receivers Johdrick Morris and Kelvin Bolden combined for 


96 receptions for 1,406 yards and 10 receiving touchdowns. 


* With the Seahawks in 2009, Dunn oversaw running backs Julius 


Jones and Justin Forsett as they combined to carry the ball 291 
times for 1,282 yards and make 76 receptions for 582 yards. 


* A1992 University of Idaho graduate, Dunn was a standout 


receiver at Idaho from 1987-91. He was a three-time All-American 


who ended his career with school records in receptions (268), 


yards (3,847) and was second in touchdowns (25). At the end of his 
career, his catch total and receiving yards ranked second all-time 
in the Football Championship Subdivision, trailing only Jerry Rice. 
His career receptions and career yards totals still stand as Vandals’ 


school records, while his 25 career touchdown receptions are 
second all-time. 


+* Dunn led the nation in both receptions per game (8.0 avg.) and 


receiving yards per game (105.8 avg.) as a junior in 1990. He 
ranked No. 3 nationally with 85 receptions as a senior and was 


fifth with 73 catches as a sophomore in 1989. The Vandals claimed 
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three Big Sky Conference titles during Dunn's playing career and 
went 24-12. 


« Anative of San Diego, Calif., he went on to play professionally 
with British Columbia (1992) and Edmonton (1993) of the CFL, and 
Houston (1992) of the NFL before launching his coaching career. 


« In 1993, he served as a volunteer assistant at his alma mater, 
working with the wide receivers. 


« Dunn then worked as tight ends and receivers coach at the 
University of San Diego in 1994 before returning to Idaho as 
cornerbacks coach in 1995. 


« Dunn has worked on both sides of the ball during stops at Arizona 
(2004-06), Texas Christian (2003), Washington State (1998-2002), 
New Mexico (1996-97) and Idaho (1993 and 1995). In addition, he 
served minority internships with both the NFL's Seattle Seahawks 
(2003) and Denver Broncos (1997). 


+ Dunn spent several months at Maryland in 2008 before accepting 
a position with the Seattle Seahawks. 


* He also worked during the 2007 season on the Baylor staff, 
where he held the title of special teams coordinator and wide 
receivers coach, and was elevated to assistant head coach early in 
his tenure. 


* Before his stop at Baylor, Dunn was the running backs coach 
at Arizona where he mentored three future NFL backs, including 
Mike Bell, who ended his career in 2005 with a third consecutive 
900-yard season. Bell finished his collegiate career ranked fourth 
on Arizona’s all-time rushing chart, totaling 3,163 yards on 678 
attempts (4.7 avg.). 


« Dunn was on the defensive side of the ball at TCU where he 
coached cornerbacks and helped the Horned Frogs to an 11-2 
record and a bid in the Fort Worth Bowl. 


+ During his five-year tenure on Mike Price’s Washington State 
Staff, he served as running backs coach. In addition, he was the 
special teams coordinator his final three seasons. In 2001, he 

was also elevated to assistant head coach. In his time in Pullman, 
the Cougars went to back-to-back bowl games for the first time in 
school history (2001 Sun Bowl and 2003 Rose Bowl) and started a 
three-year run of 10-victory campaigns. 


* He also coached two WSU running backs to school records, with 
Kevin Brown rushing for a sophomore school-record 1,046 yards 
in 1998 and Deon Burnett establishing a WSU freshman mark by 
rushing for 974 yards in 1999.

« Van Malone joined the Oklahoma State staff in February of 
2012. He came to Stillwater after spending two years serving as 
secondary coach and recruiting coordinator at Tulsa. 


* He coached the Cowboy safeties in 2012 before switching to 
cornerbacks coach prior to the 2013 season. 


* With Malone serving as his position coach, Cowboy safety 
Daytawion Lowe ranked among the team leaders in tackles, pass 
breakups, interceptions and forced fumbles in 2012. 


* Forcing turnovers was a recurring theme during Malone's 

time in Tulsa. In 2010, the Tulsa defense ranked first nationally in 
interceptions with 24, while the Hurricane was the NCAA's second- 
ranked team for turnover margin and third for turnovers gained. In 
2011, Tulsa was 12th nationally with 18 passes intercepted and 
25th with 28 turnovers gained despite facing elite quarterbacks 
such as Oklahoma State’s Brandon Weeden, Boise State’s Kellen 
Moore, Houston's Case Keenum and Oklahoma's Landry Jones. 


+ With Malone on staff, Tulsa compiled a 13-3 record in 
Conference USA. 


* Prior to his appointment at Tulsa, Malone spent four seasons at 
Texas A&M as a secondary coach. He coached the cornerbacks in 
his first two years (2006-07) and spent his final two seasons (2008- 
09) coaching the safeties. 


+ Malone coached defensive backs at the University of North 
Texas during the 2005 season and also assisted coaching the 
special teams. 


* Before that, Malone served as the cornerback coach and 
worked with the special teams at Western Michigan in 2004. 


* In 2003, Malone served a NFL Minority Coaching Fellowship 
with the Detroit Lions and also worked with wide receivers at North 
Dakota State University. 
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* Malone played five seasons in the NFL after being drafted in 
the second round - the 57th selection overall - by the Detroit Lions 
in 1994. He played in every game as a rookie and was a standout 
special teams player earning Special Teams Player of the Week 
on six different occasions. His special teams play earned him a 
nomination for the Pro Bowl in 1994 and 1995. 


* The Lions reached the NFL playoffs in both 1994 and 1995. 

In 1996, Malone started every game and was named the special 
teams captain and was awarded a game ball three times. After the 
1997 season, Malone signed a contract with the Arizona Cardinals 
and retired after the 1998 season due to injury. 


« During his time with the Lions, Malone also served as a 
marketing intern with Reebok International and also provided 
post-game analysis and commentary for Fox Television Sports as 
a co-host in Detroit (Fox2). He was a True Value NFL Man of the 
Year semifinalist and was called on by the club to speak to many 
organizations. 


« Beginning in 1997, Malone was a youth camp director and 
football coordinator at the Texas Sports Development Academy 
in San Antonio. He also co-founded and headed up the “New 
Beginnings”, a non-profit charity organization in Houston. 


« Malone began coaching in the high school ranks at his alma 
mater, Houston Waltrip, from 1999-2002. He also coached at 
Conroe High School from 2002-03. He earned the Houston High 
School Coaches Association “Assistant Coach of the Year” in 2000 
and was also honored by the Houston Police Department with the 
“Lifesaver of the Year” Award. 


PERSONAL 

+ Malone was a four-year letterman (1990-93) at the University 
of Texas, earning third-team All-America honors and All-SWC 
accolades as a defensive back his senior season. He was honored 
as a Longhorn team captain in 1993 and was awarded the Darrell 
Royal Award for tenacity in 1993 as well. Malone played in the 
Blue-Gray All-Star Classic and the Hula Bowl following his senior 
campaign. As a freshman in 1990, Malone earned The Sporting 
News Freshman All-America mention as Texas won the Southwest 
Conference Championship. 


« Anative of Houston who majored in education/sports 
management while at Texas, Malone completed his undergraduate 
work through the NFL’s degree completion program and earned his 
degree in social science from the University of Houston in 2002.

The Cowboys have scored more than 50 points 11 times, broke 
the 60-point mark in five contests, the 70-point mark twice and the 
80-point plateau once with Singleton on the sidelines. 


* Under Singleton’s watch in 2012, Joseph Randle was a 
unanimous first-team All-Big 12 selection after leading the league 
with 112.6 rushing yards per game during the regular season. 
Randle also ranked among the conference leaders in touchdowns 
and all-purpose yards per game. 


* The OSU running backs combined to score 27 rushing 
touchdowns and add another three receiving touchdowns during 
the 2012 season. 


* Singleton coached Joseph Randle to a spot on the Associated 
Press first-team All-Big 12 squad in 2011 after Randle ranked fourth 
nationally in touchdowns scored and was fourth in both rushing 
touchdowns and scoring per game.

* Singleton coached the Cowboy running backs to 10 100-yard 
games in 2011, with Randle accounting for six and both Jeremy 
Smith and Herschel Sims tacking on an additional two, respectively. 
Both Randle (151 yards and two touchdowns) and Smith (119 yards 
and two touchdowns) eclipsed the 100-yard mark in Oklahoma 
State’s Big 12 championship-clinching win over Oklahoma. 


« A1999 graduate of the Air Force Academy, Singleton served 
in multiple capacities at his alma mater from 2000-10, earning a 
full-time varsity coaching appointment in 2006. 


« Singleton served as the Falcons’ running backs coach from 
2006-10 and held the title of running game coordinator from 2007- 
10. During his tenure, Air Force won the conference rushing title 
and ranked in the top 10 nationally each season. 


* In 2010, the Falcons ranked second in the country with 306.5 
rushing yards per game. Asher Clark became the 13th player in the 
program's history to reach 1,000 yards with 1,031. He averaged 
79.3 yards per game and Jared Tew delivered 74.9 yards per 
game in eight contests. The team’s 3,985 rushing yards marked 
the second-best total in Mountain West Conference history and the 
team’s 41 rushing touchdowns shared a MWC record. 


* Clark (2008) and Tew (2009) both secured outstanding player 
honors at the Armed Forces Bowl under Singleton’s guidance. 


* Along with Clark and Tew, Singleton also mentored 2008 
graduate Chad Hall into one of the most explosive running backs 
in the nation. Hall was a third-team All-American in 2007 and 
was the conference offensive player of the year after rushing for 
a conference-best 1,478 yards, which is the second-best single- 
season effort in school history. 


« Singleton developed a young group of running backs that helped 
Air Force rank third nationally with a 283.5 yards-per-game average 
in 2009. 


«In Singleton’s first year as running backs coach, he helped 
dramatically decrease Air Force’s number of fumbles. In 2005, the 
Falcons had 28 fumbles. However, with Singleton coaching the Air 
Force backs in 2006, the Falcons had just 19 fumbles, an average 
of nearly one less fumble per game. 


« Singleton is a 1999 graduate of the Academy where he earned 
his bachelor’s degree in social sciences. He played running back 
for the Falcons from 1995-98. 


* Aco-captain of the 1998 squad, Singleton was a three-year 
letterwinner at halfback and was an honorable mention All-Western 
Athletic Conference selection his senior year. 


« While at the Academy, Singleton helped lead the school to new 
heights. The team won 10 or more games in back-to-back seasons 
for the first time in school history during his junior and senior 
campaigns. 


* The 1997 team went 10-3 while the 1998 squad went 12-1 and 
won the school's first outright conference title. 


« Singleton began his Air Force and coaching career at the 
USAFA Prep School in 2000. He served as an instructor and 
assistant head coach/offensive coordinator. Singleton was then 
stationed at Little Rock AFB in Jacksonville, Ark., from January 
2001 to January 2003 as a public affairs officer. He returned to the 
Academy in the spring of 2003 and served as the executive officer 
for the athletic director before taking over as the junior varsity 
defensive coordinator and varsity assistant coach. 


* The son of a retired Air Force sergeant, Singleton was born in 
Incirlik, Turkey. He graduated from Taft High School in San Antonio, 
Texas, where he was a three-year letterman and all-state honoree. 
He was also the district most valuable player as a senior and was 
coached by the late Mike Haynes.

* Glenn Spencer was promoted to defensive coordinator in 
January of 2013. He coached the Cowboy defensive line in 2008 
and has coached the OSU linebackers from 2009 through the 
present. 


* The Cowboys have become one of the Big 12’s elite teams with 
Spencer on the staff, as OSU has amassed a 49-16 record since 
he came to Stillwater prior to the 2008 season. OSU won a share of 
the Big 12 South title in 2010 and won the Big 12 outright in 2011. 
The Cowboys appeared in - and won - their first-ever BCS bowl 
game in 2011 with a victory over Stanford in the Tostitos Fiesta 
Bowl. 


* Spencer’s linebackers helped lead the way for OSU to lead the 
Big 12 in red zone scoring defense, rank third in rushing defense, 
fourth in pass efficency defense and second in third-down defense 
in 2012. 


* In just two years under Spencer's guidance, linebacker Alex 
Elkins went from not playing high school football to leading OSU in 
tackles during the 2012 season. 


* The Oklahoma State defense has been among the nation’s most 
Opportunistic over the past four years, as the Cowboys have forced 
130 turnovers to rank second nationally in that span. OSU led the 
nation with 44 turnovers forced in 2011 and was fifth with 34 in 
2010. 


* Oklahoma State led the nation in turnover margin and fumbles 
recovered and ranked second in the nation in passes intercepted in 
2011. OSU led the Big 12 in scoring defense in conference games 
and was 12th nationally in red zone defense. 


* Under Spencer's guidance, middle linebacker Orie Lemon 
exploded onto the national stage in 2010. A first-team All-Big 12 
honoree, Lemon ranked third in the Big 12 and 18th in the nation 
with 10.2 tackles per game. His 101 solo tackles led the Big 12 and 
ranked third nationally. Lemon finished with 133 total tackles. In 

his three previous seasons combined prior to 2010, Lemon had 96 
tackles. 


* Spencer was part of a defensive coaching staff that helped OSU 
improve to 31st nationally in total defense and a group that ranked 
11th nationally in rushing defense in '09. 


* Before coming to OSU in 2008, he spent the previous three 
seasons as assistant head coach, recruiting coordinator and 
defensive backs coach at Duke. 


* During his time with the Blue Devils, Spencer coached John 
Talley to first-team All-Atlantic Coast Conference honors in both 
2005 and 2006. He did remarkable work on the recruiting front for 
Duke, helping the Blue Devils land the nation’s No. 31 class in 2005 
and the No. 36 class in 2006, according to Scout.com. 
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«Prior to his arrival at Duke, Spencer coached the defensive 
line at Georgia Tech in 2002 and 2003 and served as the Yellow 
Jackets’ running backs coach in 2001. With Spencer coaching 
the defensive line, Georgia Tech ranked 12th nationally in rushing 
defense, 20th in total defense and 27th in scoring defense in 
2003 and placed a pair of representatives on the All-ACC squad. 
Eric Henderson earned first-team recognition after leading the 
conference with 11 quarterback sacks and logging 24 tackles 

for loss, and Travis Parker earned honorable mention honors. 

In addition, Spencer coached Mansfield Wrotto to Freshman All- 
America honors. 


* Spencer coached All-ACC tailback Joe Burns in 2001, helping 
Burns to become just the fifth 1,000-yard rusher in Yellow Jacket 
history. 


« During his time with Georgia Tech, he coached the Yellow 
Jackets in the Silicon Valley Football Classic in 2002 and the 
Seattle Bowl in 2001. He helped Georgia Tech to an appearance in 
the 2003 Humanitarian Bowl, but did not coach in the game as he 
accepted the assistant head coach job at Duke following the regular 
season but prior to the bowl game. 


«Prior to his time at Tech, Spencer spent 11 seasons at West 
Georgia, highlighted by a successful three-year run as head coach 
from 1998-2000. Spencer compiled a 28-7 record that included 
Gulf South Conference championships and NCAA Division II playoff 
appearances in 1998 and 2000. The American Football Coaches 
Association honored him as the NCAA Division II Region Coach 

of the Year in 1998 after he coached the Braves to a 10-2 record. 
He led the team to an 8-3 mark in 1999 and a 10-2 record in 2000 
and left West Georgia with a Gulf South Conference-record .800 
winning percentage. 


* Spencer started his coaching career as an assistant at West 
Georgia in 1990. He coached the defensive line and linebackers for 
seven years before taking over as defensive coordinator in 1997 
when the Braves captured the school's first Gulf South Conference 
title while establishing a single-season school record for scoring 
defense.

« Anative of Douglasville, Ga., Spencer graduated from Lithia 
Springs High School before lettering four seasons as a defensive 
tackle at Georgia Tech from 1982-85. He helped the Yellow Jackets 
to a 9-2-1 mark and a 17-14 win over Michigan State in the All- 
American Bowl his senior year. 


+ A 1987 graduate of Georgia Tech with a bachelor’s degree in 
management, Spencer has two sons, Luke and Abraham. He and 
his wife Jeannine were married in July of 2013.

* Joe Wickline is in his ninth year at Oklahoma State and his 
32nd year as a college football coach. He is regarded as one of 
America’s elite offensive line coaches. 


* Wickline has been at the heart of Oklahoma State offensive 
coaching staffs that led the Cowboys to top-20 national finishes 
in total offense in 2006 (16th), 2007 (seventh), 2008 (sixth), 2010 
(third), 2011 (third) and 2012 (fourth). 


* From 2010-12 alone, the Cowboys have scored more than 50 
points 15 times, broke the 60-point mark in seven contests, the 
70-point mark twice and the 80-point plateau once with Wickline’s 
linemen in the trenches. 


* He helped coach an Oklahoma State offense that has averaged 
at least 40 points per game in five of the last six seasons. 


* Wickline’s offensive line has paved the way for six consecutive 
first-team All-Big 12 running backs from 2007-12, a 1,000-yard 
tusher each of the past five seasons, a 1,000-yard receiver in six 
of the past seven seasons and a 3,000-yard passer in three of the 
past four seasons. 


* He is one of the key figures on a staff that led OSU to a share of 
the Big 12 South title in 2010 and the outright conference crown in 
2011. The Pokes appeared in - and won - their first-ever BCS bowl 
game with a victory over Stanford in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl to cap 
the 2011 season. 


* Wickline coached the 2009 and 2011 recipients of Big 12 
Offensive Lineman of the Year honors, with tackle Russell Okung 
securing the recognition in 2009 and center Grant Garner taking 
home the accolade in 2011. 


* Since 2006, Oklahoma State has placed seven offensive 
linemen on the All-Big 12 first team squad, with Russell Okung 
earning unanimous All-America honors in 2009 and Levy Adcock 
securing consensus All-America recognition in 2011. Okung was 
the only offensive lineman included on the list of three finalists for 
the 2009 Outland Trophy. 


* Oklahoma State’s individual offensive players have benefitted 
enormously from Wickline’s corps in recent seasons, with seven 
offensive players earning All-America honors from recognized 
outlets and 15 securing All-Big 12 first-team accolades since 2008 
alone. 


* With Wickline overseeing the offensive line, the Cowboys led the 
Big 12 in rushing every year from 2006-09 and have ranked in the 
top 20 nationally in fewest sacks allowed every year from 2006-12. 
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¢ With Wickline’s linemen paving the way, Oklahoma State led the 
Big 12 and ranked second nationally in both scoring offense and 
passing offense in 2011. The Cowboys ranked third in the country 
in total offense. 


« Wickline’s work in 2010 was spectacular, as he took an 
offensive line that was replacing four starters and turned it into a 
group that paved the way for an Oklahoma State attack that ranked 
second nationally in passing offense with 345.8 yards per game, 
third nationally in total offense with 520.2 yards per game and third 
nationally in scoring with 44.2 points per game. 


* With Wickline’s offensive line leading the way, Oklahoma State 
had at least one running back rush for 100 yards or more in 15 
consecutive games during one stretch of time spanning from the 
2007 season through the 2008 season. 


* In 2008, Wickline’s charges helped running back Kendall Hunter 
to earn first-team All-America honors by the Football Writers 
Association of America and wide receiver Dez Bryant to earn first- 
team All-America honors by the Walter Camp Foundation and the 
American Football Coaches Association. 


* Wickline helped Charlie Johnson make a successful transition 
to the tackle spot from tight end. Johnson became the first OSU 
Offensive lineman selected in the NFL Draft since 1985 when 
Indianapolis took him in 2006. He went on to a solid rookie season 
and played a pivotal role in the Colts’ Super Bowl win over Chicago. 


+ The 2006 offensive line helped the Cowboys average more than 
35 points per game and for the first time ever, the Cowboys had 
four players rush for at least 500 yards. 


* At Ole Miss (1988-1994), Wickline coached All-American Everett 
Lindsay, who went on to a long career with the Minnesota Vikings. 
At Florida, he coached five All-Americans, including first-teamers 
Lomas Brown, Shannon Snell and Jeff Zimmerman. Wickline also 
coached Max Starks, a former tackle for the Gators who now plays 
for the Pittsburgh Steelers. 


« Wickline helped Florida’s running game improve from 122.4 
yards per game to 155.8 yards per game during his three years as 
offensive line coach. The 2004 Gator running game finished the 
regular season second in the SEC in yards per carry (4.5). 


« He was the running game coordinator for Middle Tennessee in 
2001 when Dwon Hicks broke the school record for single-season 
rushing touchdowns (20). The Blue Raiders also set new standards 
for total offense per game (481.4) and total offense per play (6.8) 
that season and ranked fifth nationally in total offense.

+ Wickline played at Florida, where he was a three-year letterman. 
He was selected to play in the Blue-Gray Game following his Gator 
career. Wickline also lettered one season in wrestling. 


* He was born Oct. 23, 1958, in St. Petersburg, Fla., and earned 
his bachelor’s degree in health, physical education and recreation 
from Florida in 1983. He is married to the former Nicki Sturdivant 
and has three children, Lacey, Kelby and Lauren.

* Mike Yurcich joined the Oklahoma State coaching staff 
in February of 2013 after serving as offensive coordinator at 
Shippensburg University from 2011-12. 


* Yurcich helped re-write the record books at Shippensburg. His 
first team set school records for points, touchdowns, total plays, 
first downs and total offense. His second team led the NCAA 
(Division II) in total offense (529.2 yards per game), and was 
second nationally in scoring (46.9 points per game) and passing 
offense (387.7 yards per game) during an 11-2 season. 
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* With Yurcich serving as his position coach, Shippensburg 
quarterback Zach Zulli won the 2012 Harlon Hill Award as the 

top player in Division II. Zulli set NCAA Division II records by 
accounting for 336 points and 56 touchdowns and tied the national 
record with 54 touchdown passes. Zulli ranked fourth in Division II 
in passing yards per game (365.2), third in total offense (382.4) and 
fifth in passing efficiency with a rating of 165.3 


* Shippensburg scored 40 or more points 16 times in 24 games 
with Yurcich calling the plays from 2011-12. 


* Before coaching at Shippensburg, Yurcich spent time at 
Edinboro University from 2006-2010, where he served as offensive 
coodinator and coached quarterbacks and receivers. During his 
tenure at Edinboro, Yurcich coached All-America quarterback 
Trevor Harris, a four-time all-Pennsylvania State Athletic 
Conference West selection who signed a free agent contract with 
the NFL's Jacksonville Jaguars. 


* Edinboro had back-to-back nine win seasons in 2008 and 2009. 
The Fighting Scots advanced to the 2009 NCAA Division I! football 
playoffs where Harris set a Division II playoff record with 630 
passing yards against West Liberty. 


* Edinboro averaged at least 30 points per game from 2007-09 
and consistently ranked among Division II's top offenses with 
Yurcich calling plays. 


* Yurcich is a 1999 graduate of California University in 
Pennsylvania. He spent three seasons as the school's starting 
quarterback and was a two-year captain. He began his playing 
career at Mount Union College. He earned a degree in psychology 
at California and a master's degree in education from St. Francis, 
where he picked up a school counseling license.

* Rob Glass is in his ninth year as assistant athletic director for 
speed, strength and conditioning at his alma mater and was a key 
figure in Oklahoma State winning its first-ever Big 12 Conference 
itle and making its first-ever BCS bowl game appearance in 2011. 


* Glass, one of the most recognized and preeminent strength and 
conditioning experts in college athletics, returned to OSU after a 
10-year stint at Florida. Glass first worked for the Cowboys as both 
a football graduate assistant coach and strength coach from 1986- 
95 and his current tenure brings his total to 18 years at Oklahoma 
State. 


« During his career, Glass has worked with two Heisman Trophy 
winners (Barry Sanders and Danny Wuerffel), a Golden Spikes 
Award winner (Robin Ventura), a Thorpe Award winner (Lawrence 
Wright) a two-time Biletnikoff Award winner (Justin Blackmon), a 
Lou Groza Award winner (Dan Bailey) and a Ray Guy Award winner 
(Matt Fodge) in addition to 17 first-round NFL draft picks and three 
first-round NBA draft picks as well as countless All-Americans and 
Olympians. 


« After earning his bachelor’s degree from Oklahoma State in 
1984, Glass served on Pat Jones’ football staff as a graduate 
assistant coach. He was named head strength coach at OSU in 
1989 and served in that capacity until 1995, when he accepted a 
position as coordinator of strength and conditioning at Florida. He 
became Florida’s director of strength and conditioning in 1998. 


«In May of 2002, Glass was named a Master Strength and 
Conditioning Coach, the highest honor that can be achieved as a 
strength and conditioning coach, by the National Conference of 
Collegiate Strength and Conditioning Coaches Association. 


* Glass has been associated with 19 bowl teams since 1987, 
including the Alamo, Sun, Holiday, Insight, Cotton and Fiesta Bowls 
at Oklahoma State, and 10 bowls at Florida, including the 1996 
Fiesta Bowl, two Orange Bowls and two Sugar Bowls. He was at 
Florida for a national championship and worked with two Gator 
squads that played in the national title game. He worked with four 
UF teams that played in the SEC championship game. 


« At Oklahoma State, Glass has been instrumental in the 
development of All-Americans Barry Sanders, Thurman Thomas, 
Jason Gildon, Dez Bryant, Kendall Hunter, Brandon Pettigrew, 
Russell Okung, Justin Blackmon, Levy Adcock and Quinn Sharp. 


* At Florida, he worked with Fred Taylor, Jevon Kearse, Gerard 
Warren, Kenyatta Walker, Rex Grossman and Lito Sheppard, all of 
whom were first-round draft picks in the National Football League.

* Glass was born July 3, 1961, in Newkirk, Okla. He is married to 
the former Laurie Lipe, and they have two children, Garrison and 
Jared.

There is an adage in football - if you 
have two starting quarterbacks, you 
have none. So what does it mean 

if you have three starting quarter- 
backs? 


Oklahoma State authored its own answer to that question 
in 2012, as injuries forced coach Mike Gundy into starting 
three different quarterbacks and all three delivered Big 12 
conference victories. In fact, the trio of Clint Chelf, Wes 
Lunt and J.W. Walsh remarkably combined to quarterback 
the Cowboys to a top-10 national finish in scoring offense 
(third), total offense (fourth) and passing offense (seventh). 


The productive play of OSU's quarterbacks during an 
injury-ravaged season at the most important position in all 
of sports is at the core of why the Cowboys were able to 
compile a solid 8-5 record that included a 5-4 record in Big 
12 play during a year that provided enough adversity to 
bury many teams. And this record was not against a weak 


or watered-down Big 12 - the conference placed a stagger- 


ing nine of its 10 teams in bowl games. 


There is little question that the quarterback position was 
the central storyline of the 2012 Oklahoma State football 
season. It played out like this: 


« With record-setting quarterback Brandon Weeden gone 
as a first-round pick in the 2012 NFL Draft, Gundy held 

an open quarterback derby in the spring between Chelf, 
Lunt and Walsh. As the most experienced member of the 
trio, Chelf took the opening snaps of the spring, but as the 
practices continued, the true freshman and early-enrollee 
Lunt took control of the position and was named starter 


at the end of the spring in a decision that made national 
headlines. Walsh was named the second-teamer with Chelf 
third-team. 

« Lunt started the season-opener against Savannah State, 
but the contest was so lopsided (the final score was 84-0), 
that Gundy pulled Lunt and the rest of the starters midway 
through the first quarter. It wasn’t until week two of the sea- 
son before observers got a chance to see what Lunt was 
capable of in a challenging setting as the Cowboys traveled 
to Tucson to battle Arizona. 

* Against the Wildcats, Lunt completed 37-of-60 passes 
for 436 yards and four touchdowns for one of the best 
Statistical performances for any Cowboy quarterback ever 
— much less a true freshman. Though Oklahoma State lost 
the game, Lunt'’s status solidified. 

* Things changed on the opening drive of OSU's next 
game against Louisiana, when Lunt was knocked out of the 
game due to injury. Walsh stepped in to pass for 347 yards 
with four touchdowns and no interceptions, and he also had 
six carries for 73 yards and a touchdown in the contest. 

« With an injured Lunt on the sidelines, Walsh started the 
next three games and delivered wins over Kansas and lowa 
State and shined in defeat against Texas by passing for 301 
yards and two touchdowns with eight carries for 57 yards 
against the Longhorns. Walsh engineered a fourth-quarter 
drive that gave the Cowboys the lead with 2:34 remaining 
in the contest, but Texas marched down and scored the 
game-winning touchdown with 29 seconds left. Similar to 
Lunt after Arizona, Walsh's legend was growing. 

« Atno point was Walsh — who was recognized as the 
2012 Big 12 Offensive Freshman of the Year - a more 
popular figure than after he quarterbacked OSU to a 31-10 
win over lowa State on Homecoming despite playing most 
of the game with a broken bone in his leg. Walsh terrorized 
a strong Cyclone defense by completing 32-of-47 passes 


for 415 yards and a touchdown and adding nine carries for 
46 yards and a score. Though Walsh never said anything 
about his injury and didn’t show as much as a limp during 
the game, he was examined the next day and declared out 
for a significant amount of time. 

* With Walsh out, Lunt was back in the saddle as the start- 
er against a very stout TCU team and he quarterbacked the 
Cowboys to one of their best wins of the season, a 36-14 
stomping of the Horned Frogs. Lunt threw for 324 yards and 
a touchdown and looked to have picked up right where he 
left off. 

+ Lunt started the next game at No. 2 Kansas State but 
was knocked out of the game in the third quarter. With 

Lunt and Walsh both out, the stage was set for Chelf, who 
stepped in and led a fourth-quarter rally that put OSU in 
position to threaten the Wildcats before eventually running 
out of steam. Playing for less than a half at KSU, Chelf 
amassed 233 passing yards and a touchdown. 

* All three quarterbacks dressed for the next game against 
West Virginia, but Gundy gave the nod to Chelf after his 
strong showing in Manhattan and the junior responded 

by completing 22-of-31 passes for 292 yards and four 
touchdowns in a 55-34 wipeout of the high-powered Moun- 
taineers. As a third-teamer-turned-successful starter, Chelf 
became somewhat of a cult hero among OSU fans and 
never relinquished the starting job. He claimed a signature 
win when he led the Cowboys to a 59-21 win over Texas 
Tech. 

* Chelf went on to earn Most Valuable Player honors at the 
Heart of Dallas Bowl after quarterbacking Oklahoma State 
to a 58-14 beating of Purdue.

While the productivity of the quarterbacks amid unusual circumstances was the central 
storyline of the season, it certainly was not the only one. 


On the offensive side of the ball, junior running back Joseph Randle earned first-team 
All-Big 12 honors and was a workhorse for the Cowboys all season. While the quarterback 
position was a revolving door, Randle was a rock that kept the OSU offensive machine 
going, regardless of the quarterback. 


He carried the ball 274 times for 1,417 yards with 14 touchdowns and added 28 catches for 
224 yards. He performed his best when his best was needed most, racking up 199 rushing 
yards and two touchdowns against Texas and 113 rushing yards and four touchdowns at 
Oklahoma. 


Randle and sophomore receiver Josh Stewart were Oklahoma State’s two most consis- 
tently productive offensive weapons, with Stewart contributing 101 catches for 1,210 yards 
and seven touchdowns, plus eight carries for 120 yards and a score. Stewart also had a 
64-yard punt return in the first quarter of the bowl game that set up an OSU touchdown at a 
point when the game was still in doubt. Stewart's receiving numbers in 2012 made him the 
third-most productive sophomore receiver in school history, trailing only Justin Blackmon — 
who had the most productive sophomore season in NCAA history on his way to winning the 
first of his two Biletnikoff Awards as America’s top receiver — and Dez Bryant, who was a 
Biletnikoff Award finalist his sophomore year.

Randle and Stewart were the two players most opposing defenses keyed on during the 
season, but the truth is that Oklahoma State's offensive balance was perhaps its biggest 
strength. The Cowboys led the nation with a staggering 20 players scoring touchdowns in 
2012. A school-record five different players logged 100-yard receiving games and Chelf, 
Lunt and Walsh became the first trio in Big 12 history to pass for 1,000 yards in the same 
season. 


The theme of balance spread throughout the roster, as OSU had 20 players make their first 
career start in 2012, the sixth-highest total in the country. 


One area that was not balanced was the kicking game, where Quinn Sharp monopolized 
the action. He handled the kickoff duties, the placements and the punting chores and 
was superb in all areas, becoming a three-time All-American after the American Football 
Coaches Association named him first-team All-America kicker. 


Sharp led all kickers nationally with 2.15 field goals per game and ranked second among 
all NCAA players — and first among kickers — with 12.00 points scored per game. Though 
he did not punt enough times to qualify for the NCAA individual statistical rankings (his 46.3 
yards-per-punt average would have been good for fourth nationally), Sharp was the driving 
force behind OSU leading the Big 12 and ranking third nationally in net punting. For the 
second straight year, he was honored as the Big 12 Special Teams Player of the Year. 


Perhaps the area where Oklahoma State improved the most from 2011 to 2012 was on the 
interior of the defensive line, where Calvin Barnett made his presence felt from the begin- 
ning. Barnett wasn’t spectacular on the stat sheet (30 tackles, eight tackles for loss and 
one sack), but he was a consistent menace in opposing teams’ backfields by disrupting the 
timing of running plays and forcing quarterbacks out of the pocket. For his efforts, Barnett 
was voted as the Big 12 Defensive Newcomer of the Year by the league’s coaches. 


He and linebackers Shaun Lewis and Caleb Lavey were the most consistent players on 

a Cowboy defense that shut down two of the nation’s most potent offenses in Texas Tech 
and West Virginia and also held bowl-bound teams from Louisiana, lowa State, TCU and 
Purdue below their normal production in terms of both points and yards.

STILLWATER, Okla. - Oklahoma State rushed for a school-record nine touchdowns and pitched its first 
shutout since 2001 in its 84-0 win over Savannah State. 

The 84 points scored by the Cowboys were the most by a Football Bowl Subdivision team since 1991. 

Most of the storylines entering the contest revolved around true freshman quarterback Wes Lunt, who 
responded by completing 11-of-11 passes for 129 yards to become the first Oklahoma State player ever 
to complete 100 percent of his passes in a game with a minimum of 10 attempts. 

The Cowboy defense not only kept Savannah State off the scoreboard, but it never even allowed the 
Tigers into the red zone or into field goal range. The Pokes forced Savannah State into 10 three-and-outs 
and seven drives of one yard or less. 

Oklahoma State coach Mike Gundy pulled the starters midway through the first quarter (after the fifth 
offensive possession) and peppered the field with walk-ons and third and fourth-team players for the 
entirety of the second half, but it didn’t matter as the Cowboys continued to score and get defensive stops 
despite stripping their offensive and defensive calls down to the most basic of plays.

TUCSON, Ariz. - After losing the turnover battle, 4-0, and committing 15 penalties for 167 yards, Okla- 
homa State lost a 59-38 decision to Arizona in the third game of three straight meetings between the two 
schools from 2010-12 that saw the Cowboys claim two wins and the Wildcats one. 

OSU's true freshman quarterback Wes Lunt, playing in the first road game of his collegiate career, was 
very impressive in completing 37-of-60 passes for 436 yards and four touchdowns - all to receiver Tracy 
Moore. 

Penalties and dropped passes haunted the Cowboy offense from the start, however, and made it dif- 
ficult for OSU to generate any sustained rhythm. Still, the Pokes’ 636 yards of total offense ranked as the 
12th-best single-game output in school history and their 436 yards of passing offense was good for the 
eighth-best tally in school history. 

After scoring the first 14 points of the game, the Cowboys surrendered 30 consecutive points to the 
Wildcats, but rallied to trim Arizona's lead to 30-28 following a Jeremy Smith touchdown run at the 7:47 
mark of the third quarter. The ‘Cats responded with four touchdowns in their last six possessions to put 
the game away.

STILLWATER, Okla. - Starting quarterback Wes Lunt was knocked out of the game after six plays, but 
it didn’t matter as backup J.W. Walsh came in and led Oklahoma State to a school-record 742 yards of 
offense and 39 first downs in the Cowboys’ 65-24 win over Louisiana. 

OSU jumped out to a 44-0 halftime lead and played most of the second half with its backups on the 
field, but it was Walsh who generated most of the headlines with his 21-of-30 passing day for 347 yards 
and four touchdowns with no interceptions. The redshirt freshman added six carries for 73 yards. 

The Cowboy defense was strong when the game counted, limiting the Ragin’ Cajuns to 
a paltry 104 yards of offense on 3.6 yards per play in the first half. Louisiana’s seven first-half posses- 
sions resulted in five punts, a lost fumble and a missed field goal. Three of those possessions resulted 
in three-and-outs. 

OSU, meanwhile, scored on all eight of its first-half possessions - five touchdowns and three field 
goals - to put the game well out of reach before intermission.

STILLWATER, Okla. - With starting quarterback Wes Lunt out because of injury, J.W. Walsh stepped in 
and running back Joseph Randle stepped up, but it wasn’t enough as Oklahoma State lost a 41-36 deci- 
sion to No. 12 Texas in a game that wasn’t decided until the final play. 

Walsh turned in his second straight 300-yard passing game with an 18-of-27 outing for 301 yards and 
two touchdowns with one interception. He added eight carries for 57 yards. Randle went for a career-high 
199 rushing yards on 25 carries with two touchdowns, highlighted by a 69-yard TD run on the second 
Offensive play of the game. 

The game was tight from the start, with neither team extending the lead to more than one score at any 
point, but the theme of the game was Texas converting on nine of its 17 third-down attempts and all three 
of its fourth-down attempts - none bigger than a fourth-and-six from its own 29 yard line that resulted in a 
29-yard completion from David Ash to D.J. Grant to extend what was the game-winning drive. Four plays 
later, the Longhorns were in the endzone with a two-yard touchdown run by Joe Bergeron that left only 29 
seconds left on the clock for OSU to try to answer - a feat the Cowboys could not accomplish.

LAWRENCE, Kan. - With the threat of severe weather hanging over the game all day, Oklahoma State 
scored a 20-14 road win over Kansas in a disjointed contest that included a 79-minute lightning delay just 


before the end of the first quarter. 


Thanks in part to the poor weather conditions, neither team was able to throw the ball with a high level 
of efficiency. Earning his second start in place of the injured Wes Lunt, Oklahoma State quarterback J.W. 
Walsh was 18-of-29 for 255 yards with one touchdown and one interception. Kansas quarterback Dayne 
Crist was 10-of-22 for 136 yards with no touchdowns before being benched for good in the third quarter. 

With downfield passes essentially removed from both teams’ playbooks, both defenses were able to 
load up the box to stop the run. Cowboy Joseph Randle - facing a Jayhawk defensive front that often 
included nine men in the box - carried the ball 29 times for 80 yards and Walsh added nine carries for 49 


yards and a touchdown. 


The OSU defense kept Kansas off the scoreboard for the first three quarters, but the Jayhawk ground 
attack gained momentum in the fourth quarter and helped KU to a pair of touchdowns in the final stanza 


that added some late drama to a game that was sloppy from the start. 


Kicker/punter Quinn Sharp was perhaps Oklahoma State’s most valuable player in the contest, blast- 
ing two field-changing punts of 70 yards or longer and connecting on field goals of 42 and 49 yards. Sharp 
even made a difficult open-field tackle that perhaps saved a touchdown by KU kick returner Tre’ Parmalee 
in the fourth quarter. Additionally, a roughing the punter penalty induced by Sharp in the waning minutes 


of the game put the final dagger into the Jayhawks’ comeback hopes.

STILLWATER, Okla. - After a loss at lowa State derailed Oklahoma State's national championship aspi- 
rations in 2011, the Cowboys returned the favor with a 31-10 win over the Cyclones in 2012. 

The win was the 63rd of coach Mike Gundy’s career to give him sole possession of the top spot on the 
all-time OSU coaching wins list, breaking the previous tie with him and Pat Jones. 

Starting in place of the injured Wes Lunt, quarterback J.W. Walsh exploded for his biggest game to 
date, completing 32-of-47 passes for 415 yards and a touchdown and adding nine carries for 46 yards 
and a score. 

The most yards allowed by lowa State in a game this year entering the game was 455 by TCU. Okla- 
homa State had 497 yards after three quarters before finishing with 625 for the contest. 

While Walsh and the Cowboy offense shredded the Cyclone defense, it was the OSU defense that put 
the Pokes over the top. The Cowboys gave up 132 yards of offense to lowa State on the Cyclones’ first 
three drives of the game, then shut the door on lowa State from there, allowing only 209 yards for the rest 
of the game. 

Additionally, the Oklahoma State defense held lowa State to six three-and-outs and forced two turn- 
overs in the contest. For the second straight week, the Cowboy defense forced the opposing coach to 
bench his starting quarterback due to ineffective play. 

Receivers Charlie Moore and Josh Stewart both had career days for OSU, with Moore catching eight 
passes for 129 yards, highlighted by a 74-yard touchdown pass and Stewart catching 13 passes - the 
second-highest total in school history - for 89 yards.

STILLWATER, Okla. - After spotting TCU a 14-0 first quarter lead, Oklahoma State rattled off 36 unan- 
swered points to roll to a 36-14 win in the first Big 12 meeting between the two schools. 

The Cowboy defense held the Horned Frogs to two-of-14 on third down conversions and suffocated a 
TCU offense that entered the contest averaging more than 30 points per game. 

Quarterback Wes Lunt returned to the OSU lineup after missing the bulk of the previous four games 
due to injury and completed 18-of-33 passes for 324 yards and a touchdown. He had difficulty finding any 
thythm in the first quarter but solved the Horned Frogs as the game progressed, completing six passes of 
20 yards or longer and finishing with the fifth-best passing day ever for an OSU freshman. 

Running back Joseph Randle continued his recent stretch of heavy action, carrying the ball a career- 
high 32 times for 126 yards and a touchdown. He became the first TCU opponent to eclipse the century 
mark rushing in 2012.

MANHATTAN, Kan. - Poor play in special teams and losing the turnover battle, 5-0, were two of the 
biggest culprits in Oklahoma State losing to No. 3 Kansas State, 44-30 at Bill Snyder Family Stadium. 

The Wildcats scored two non-offensive touchdowns - an interception return by Allen Chapman and a 
kickoff return by Tyler Lockett - and added a touchdown and two field goals on drives that started in OSU 
territory thanks to a lost Cowboy fumble and long kickoff and punt returns, respectively. 

OSU quarterback Wes Lunt was knocked out of the game early in the third quarter, and with backup 
J.W. Walsh already out with an injury of his own, third-teamer Clint Chelf was thrust into the lineup and 
performed well in the first significant game action of his career. Chelf completed 16-of-27 passes for 233 
yards and a touchdown and drove the Cowboys to the K-State eight yard line down two touchdowns with 
two minutes left in the game before throwing an interception in the end zone that sealed the outcome.

STILLWATER, Okla. - Starting its third different quarterback in nine games, Oklahoma State bagged a 
55-34 win over West Virginia. 

Junior Clint Chelf, who began the season as the Cowboys’ third-team quarterback, earned his first 
career start as fellow quarterbacks Wes Lunt and J.W. Walsh watched from the sidelines with knee 
injuries and Chelf performed well, completing 22-of-31 passes for 292 yards with four touchdowns and an 
interception. 

Chelf was steady throughout the game and the Cowboy offense seldom showed signs of trouble with 
a new quarterback, churning out 21 first downs and 443 yards of offense in the contest. Receiver Josh 
Stewart turned in a career day with 13 catches for 172 yards and two receiving touchdowns, plus an ad- 
ditional score on a 46-yard run on a reverse. 

Special teams play was a large factor in the game, with OSU's Justin Gilbert taking a kick return 96 
yards for a touchdown, Quinn Sharp crushing a 74 yard punt from the back of his own end zone and the 
Cowboys recovering a muffed kickoff, a muffed punt and tackling WVU return man Tavon Austin on his 
own eight yard line on a fourth-quarter return.

STILLWATER, Okla. - In what was Oklahoma State’s third-most lopsided win over a ranked opponent 
ever, the Cowboys steamrolled their way to a 59-21 win over No. 23 Texas Tech at Boone Pickens Sta- 
dium and did it by making plays in all three phases of the game. 

Receiver Isaiah Anderson enjoyed a career day with four catches for 174 yards and three touchdowns 
- and he did it all before halftime - but the story of the game was OSU's defense, which limited the Red 
Raiders to 383 total yards. To put that figure into perspective, Texas Tech entered the contest ranked 10th 
nationally by averaging 506.7 yards per game. 

Aided in part by interceptions by safety Shamiel Gary and defensive tackle James Castleman, respec- 
tively, the Cowboys kept the Red Raiders 18 points under their season average - and it took a Texas Tech 
touchdown against the OSU third-team defense with 2:51 left in the game for the Red Raiders to break 
20 points. OSU dominated the line of scrimmage, racking up 11 tackles for loss and three sacks in the 
contest. 

Special teams were also a factor for the Cowboys, with safety Zack Craig busting through to block two 
punts, returning one for a 30-yard touchdown early in the fourth quarter. Craig’s touchdown marked the 
third consecutive game that OSU scored on special teams.

NORMAN, Okla. - Oklahoma State never trailed until the game-winning touchdown in overtime in its 51- 
48 loss to No. 14 Oklahoma in Norman. 

The Cowboys got a four-touchdown performance from Joseph Randle, plus strong showings from 
quarterback Clint Chelf and receiver Josh Stewart, but were never able to pull away from the Sooners, 
who rode a 500-yard passing day from quarterback Landry Jones and three different 100-yard receivers 
in Justin Brown, Jalen Saunders and Kenny Stills en route to recording 44 first downs in the contest. 

Oklahoma sent the game into overtime after capping a 17-play, 86-yard drive that took 6:14 off the 
clock with a touchdown with only four seconds left in regulation. 

Quinn Sharp kicked a field goal in the first half of overtime, but Brennan Clay rumbled for the game- 
winner just two plays later.

WACO, Texas - Baylor jumped out to a 24-3 lead early in the second quarter and never looked back in its 
41-34 win over No. 24 Oklahoma State at Floyd Casey Stadium. 

The game pitted two of the nation’s top offenses, and it appeared as if the Bears would run away with 
the contest after scoring on five of their first six offensive possessions. However, the Cowboy defense 
solved the Baylor attack and limited the Bears to only a single field goal over their next five possessions 
and crept back to make it a one-score game at 34-27 with 5:30 remaining in the contest following J.W. 
Walsh's four-yard touchdown run to cap an 11-play, 88-yard drive. 

With the momentum swinging in favor of the Cowboys in the second half and tension rising in the sta- 
dium, Baylor running back Lache Seastrunk delivered the final blow when he broke a 76-yard touchdown 
tun on the first offensive play following Walsh’s score. 

The Cowboys added a late Clint Chelf-to-David Glidden touchdown with 1:16 left, but when the Pokes 
were unable to recover the ensuing onside kick, the outcome was sealed.

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COWBOYS IN THE HALLS OF FAME 


The National Football Foundation’s College Football Hall of Fame aad i 
features five men from Oklahoma State University. 


Coach Lynn “Pappy” Waldorf was inducted into the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 1966, following a career that included five seasons 

in Stillwater. During his years in the orange and black, OSU claimed 
four conference championships and carved out a 3-0-2 record against 
state rival Oklahoma. Waldorf would end his career at the University of 
California with multiple Rose Bowl appearances. 


The first OSU player to be inducted into the college hall was Bob 
Fenimore. Known as the “Blond Bomber”, Fenimore led Oklahoma 
State, known as Oklahoma A&M during his playing days, to new 
heights. His accomplishments included an undefeated season and a 
final AP ranking of No. 5. He was inducted into the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 1972. Fenimore was also recently inducted into the 
Cotton Bowl Hall of Fame. 


In 2003, the most decorated player in OSU history, running back 
Barry Sanders, was inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame. 
Sanders, whose 1988 season remains the greatest in NCAA history, 
rewrote school, conference and NCAA record books in his three-year 
career at OSU. ESPN recently selected Sanders as the second-best 
player in college football history. 


Thurman Thomas, the all-time leading rusher in Cowboy history and 
one of OSU's all-time fan favorites, was inducted into the hall in 2008. 
A two-time Big Eight Conference player of the year, Thomas is also 

a member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame. Thomas led Oklahoma 
State in rushing for four-straight seasons and ended his career with 44 
touchdowns and 4,595 rushing yards. 


Coach Jimmy Johnson was inducted in 2012. He served as OSU's 
head coach from 1979-83 and his time at OSU began with a bang 
when helped lead an undermanned Cowboy squad to a 7-4 record in 
his first year. He was named Big Eight coach of the year for his efforts. 
During his time in Stillwater, OSU fielded some of the better defenses 
in school history, with players like Ricky Young, Leslie O'Neal and 
Gary Lewis leading the way.

Mark Moore was one of the most feared defensive players, not only 
in the Big Eight Conference, but around the nation. The hard-hitting 
safety roamed the defensive secondary looking for opponents to 
knock down and he picked off 16 passes to rank second all-time at 
Oklahoma State. 


Amember of the OSU Athletics Hall of Fame, Moore registered 311 
tackles during his four-year career, including 91 in 1985 and 96 in 
1986. He intercepted seven passes during his All-America junior 
season, one shy of the school record of eight for a season and the 
fifth-best total in the nation that year. He was a two-time All-America 
selection by the Associated Press in 1985 and 1986 and earned All- 
America honors from the Walter Camp Football Foundation in 1984. 


During his All-America seasons, OSU allowed just 135 yards 
per game passing in 1985 and 121 in 1986, the lowest two aver- 
ages since 1978. Moore was a fourth-round pick by the Seattle 
Seahawks in 1987.

Quinn Sharp is one of only two players ever to be a first-team All- 
America punter and a first-team All-America kicker by the Football 
Writers Association of America, as the organization tabbed him as 
its All-America punter in 2010 and its All-America kicker in 2011. 
The American Football Coaches Association honored him as a 
kicker in 2012. 


A two-time honoree as the Big 12 Special Teams Player of the Year 
(2011 and 2012), Sharp led the nation in touchbacks on kickoffs 
each of his four seasons at OSU, set an NCAA single-season 
record for points scored by a kicker with 156 in 2012 and led all 
players active in 2012 with a 45.9 career yards-per-punt average. 


Owner of perhaps the most powerful boot in the nation throughout 
his career, Sharp served as OSU's kickoff man and punter during 
his freshman and sophomore years, then added placekicking 
chores after the graduation of 2010 Lou Groza Award winner Dan 
Bailey following the 2010 season. 


As a sophomore in 2010, Sharp matched an NCAA record by 
averaging 60.4 yards per punt in a game against Nebraska (five 
punts for 302 yards).

If Bob Fenimore seemed like he was all over the field, it's because 
he was. Fenimore excelled on the offensive side of the ball, the 
defensive side of the ball, and on special teams. His exceptional 
talent and play earned the “Blond Bomber” consensus All-America 
honors in 1944 and 1945. He was the first player from the university 
awarded All-America honors. 


In 2007, he was inducted into the Cotton Bowl Hall of Fame. He 
also holds membership in the OSU Hall of Fame as well as the 
College Football Hall of Fame. 


The leader of OSU teams that went 8-1 with a Cotton Bowl victory 
in 1944 and a perfect 9-0 with a Sugar Bowl win in 1945 and a 
ranking of fifth in the final Associated Press poll, Fenimore’s play 
was legendary. 


From his halfback position, he established himself as one of the 
nation’s finest players. The numbers speak for themselves. In 1944, 
he led the nation in total offense (1,758 yards), was third in rushing 
(899), eighth in passing (997), ninth in scoring (77), and 13th in 
punting (37.3). 


In OSU’s undefeated 1945 season, he was the national leader 

in both total offense (1,641), and rushing (1,119), while ranking 
seventh in punting (39.0), and 13th in scoring (72). His 18 intercep- 
tions during his OSU career remain a school record, and his 4,627 
career yards of total offense were not eclipsed until Mike Gundy 
came along more than 40 years later. 


Fenimore was a first round draft choice of the Chicago Bears in 
1947.

Only three players in Big Eight history rushed for 4,000 yards 
during their careers and Terry Miller is one of them. Mike Rozier of 
Nebraska (4,780) and Thurman Thomas of Oklahoma State (5,001) 
were the only others. 


Miller gained 4,754 yards while establishing himself as one of the 
nation’s best in the 1970s. He is the only player in school history 
to record three 1,000-yard rushing seasons. As a sophomore in 
1975, he gained 1,026 yards and then, during All-America seasons 
in 1976 and 1977, he led the Big Eight with 1,887 as a junior and 
1,680 as a senior. Those numbers ranked fifth in the nation in 1976 
and third in 1977. 


Miller was tabbed as the Big Eight offensive player of the year in 
both 1976 and 1977. He finished runner-up to Earl Campbell in the 
1977 Heisman Trophy balloting. 


Miller's 49 career touchdowns at OSU trail only Barry Sanders 

and Thurman Thomas. Miller was a first-round draft choice of the 
Buffalo Bills in 1978. His jersey number 43 is one of three no longer 
in use at Oklahoma State. He was a Football Writers Association 

of America (FWAA) and Associated Press All-American in 1976 
and 1977 and a Walter Camp All-American and AFCA All American 
in 1977.

Oklahoma State's defenses in 1984 and 1985 may have been 
the best in school history, and they were anchored by two-time 
All-American lineman Leslie O’Neal. 


O'Neal was a dominant force on teams which allowed just a total of 
34 touchdowns over two seasons, the lowest totals ever at OSU. 
He was named Big Eight defensive player of the year in 1984 and 
earned All-Big Eight honors in each of his last three seasons as a 
Cowboy. 


O'Neal set a school record that stands to this day by registering 
16.0 sacks for 118 yards lost in 1984. He also remains the OSU 
career leader with 34.0 sacks. 


He was a first-round draft choice of the San Diego Chargers in 
1986. O'Neal retired following the 1999 season. During his career, 
the defensive end was selected to the Pro Bowl six times, while 
recording 136.0 career sacks. 


During his career, the Cowboys played in the Bluebonnet Bowl 
and consecutive Gator Bowls. He was a unanimous All-American 
in 1985, earning a spot on each of the five recognized teams 
(American Football Coaches Association, Associated Press, 
Football Writers Association of America, The Sporting News and 
Walter Camp).

The all-time leading rusher in Oklahoma State football history, 
Thomas ran for 5,001 yards and scored 50 touchdowns over his 
four-year career. He was Oklahoma State’s leading rusher in each 
of his four seasons and was the Big Eight leader in both 1985 and 
1987. He was voted the Big Eight Conference's offensive player of 
the year after both seasons. 


In 1985, he rushed for 1,650 yards, good for fourth in America. In 
1987, his 1,767 yards were the third-most nationally. His 22 career 
100-yard rushing games are second in OSU history only to Terry 
Miller's 26. 


A knee injury prevented Thomas from being a first-round draft 
choice, but Buffalo stole him in the second round in 1988. He was 
that team’s most effective weapon in four straight Super Bowl 
seasons, and he was named the NFL's Most Valuable Player after 
the 1991 season. 


He is a 2007 inductee in the Pro Football Hall of Fame, joining his 
OSU teammate, Barry Sanders. His No. 34 jersey is one of three 
no longer in use at Oklahoma State. 


Thomas was a 2008 inductee in the National College Football Hall 
of Fame.

While playing behind starting tailback Thurman Thomas in 1987, 

Barry Sanders had to make his mark somewhere on the field during 
his sophomore season. He did that returning kickoffs and punts and 
in fact, his exploits earned him All-America honors as a return man. 


With the departure of Thomas to the NFL, Sanders became the 
go-to guy in 1988 and he responded with a season that may not be 
matched for years, if ever. He established 34 NCAA records, while 
posting the best rushing season in college football history. 


His domination of college football that year earned him the Heis- 
man Trophy and unanimous All-America honors. He helped make 
the Oklahoma State offense one of the most productive in college 
football history. 


Among his most outrageous statistics in 1988: 

* 237.5 rushing yards per game 

* 7.6 yards per carry 

* 44 touchdowns scored (3.7 per game) 

* Four games with at least 300 yards rushing

Sanders was a first-round draft choice by the Detroit Lions in 1989.

Woods was the first player in Big Eight or Big 12 history to reach 
the 4,000-yard receiving mark. He was a recognized All-American 
in 2002 (The Sporting News, Walter Camp) and 2003 (AFCA, 
Walter Camp). 


He posted 1,000-yard seasons in 2001 (80 catches for 1,023 
yards and 10 touchdowns), 2002 (107 catches for 1,695 yards 
and 17 touchdowns) and 2003 (77 catches for 1,367 yards and 15 
touchdowns). 


He finished his collegiate career with a string of 45 consecutive 
games with at least two receptions. Woods also set an NCAA 
record with an astounding seven touchdown receptions against 
SMU, breaking a 34-year old record. 


Woods led OSU to its first bowl victory since 1988 with his nine- 
catch, 164-yard, one-touchdown performance in the 2002 Houston 
Bowl.

Kendall Hunter was an excellent role player as a freshman. As

Justin Blackmon was unquestionably the best receiver in America 
in both 2010 and 2011. Blackmon won the Biletnikoff Award given 
to the nation’s top receiver after both his sophomore and junior 
seasons, becoming only the second player to win the award twice. 
He was a unanimous All-American in both 2010 and 2011 and was 
the 2010 Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year. 


Blackmon’s 1,782 receiving yards were an NCAA sophomore re- 
cord. His 20 touchdown receptions in 2010 were the seventh-most 
ever recorded. 


As a junior in 2011, Blackmon found himself the primary focus of 
every defense that OSU faced, but still made 122 catches for 1,522 
yards with 18 touchdowns. His 122 receptions set the 13th-highest 
total in NCAA history. 


He was named offensive MVP of both the 2010 Alamo Bowl and 
the 2012 Fiesta Bowl.

Known to his teammates as “Felix the Cat”, Neill Armstrong helped 
guide Oklahoma A&M during its glory days. He was a four-year 
letterman from 1943-46 for head coach Jim Lookabaugh’s Aggies. 


Armstrong, a native of Tishomingo, played on two of Oklahoma 
A&M's most successful teams, as the Aggies won the Cotton Bowl 
in 1944 and the Sugar Bowl in 1945. In 1946, Armstrong earned 
All-America honors at defensive end, while also calling plays. 


In A&M's vaunted single-wing offense, Armstrong twice led the 
nation in receiving, while teammate Bob Fenimore led the nation 
in total offense. As a senior in 1946, he caught 32 passes for 479 
yards. 


Armstrong was a first-round draft choice of the Philadelphia Eagles 
and played from 1947-51. Armstrong then joined the coaching 
ranks, eventually becoming the head coach of the Chicago Bears 
from 1978-81.

OSU's all-time career leader with 14 fumble recoveries, Dokes 
racked up 277 tackles in an OSU uniform. He turned in his best 
season in 1976 with 100 tackles after leading OSU with 92 tackles 
the previous year. The Cowboys earned a share of the Big Eight 
title in 1976. 


Dokes was also a two-time academic all-conference selection 
(1974-75). 


In 1976, Dokes played in the Blue-Gray Game and the Senior Bowl 
before being drafted by the Buffalo Bills in the first round.

This linebacker was everywhere for Oklahoma State from 1976-79. 
John Corker finished his four years in Stillwater as the Cowboys’ 
all-time leading tackler and a 1978 Associated Press All-American. 


Corker is the lone Cowboy to post four seasons with at least 

100 tackles. In his sophomore and junior seasons, he racked up 
132 and 130, respectively. He was recognized as the Big Eight 
defensive player of the year in 1978 to become the first OSU player 
to win the honor. 


As a freshman, the Miami, Fla., native posted 111 tackles and 
helped lead the Pokes to a Tangerine Bowl victory over Brigham 
Young. 


Corker was a fifth-round draft choice of the Houston Oilers in 1980. 
He spent three seasons in Houston before playing the 1988 season 
for Green Bay.

Ricky Young followed John Corker as OSU's dominant linebacker. 


Young was a three-time All-Big Eight selection. In 1980, he was the 
Big Eight player of the year after the Chicago native posted 146 
tackles. Young then earned All-America honors in 1981 following a 
season in which he collected 128 tackles. 


Young was a 12th-round draft choice of the Chicago Bears in 1982.

One of the most decorated offensive linemen in OSU history, Derrel

captured AFCA All-America honors in 1976. 


Gofourth played in four all-star games, including the Blue-Gray 
Game, Hula Bowl, Senior Bowl and the Japan Bowl. He was a 
seventh-round selection of the Green Bay Packers in 1977. 


The Parsons, Kan., native spent six seasons with the Packers 
before moving on to the Chargers in 1983 and 1984. 


1982 Walter Camp All-America 


Ernest Anderson burst onto the national scene in 1982 to lead the 
nation in rushing while earning All-America honors from the Walter 
Camp Foundation. He ran for 1,877 yards during his All-America 
season for what was, at the time, the fifth best season in NCAA 
history. He broke the 1,000-yard mark just five games into the year 
to become the first Big Eight player to accomplish the feat. 


Anderson tied a Big Eight record with four 200-yard games in 1982 
and had 58 carries for more than 10 yards. 


A preseason All-America and Heisman hopeful in 1983, Anderson 
struggled with injuries his senior season but still helped lead the 
Cowboys to a Bluebonnet Bowl appearance and victory. 


He ended his career with 3,780 rushing yards to rank behind only 
Terry Miller on OSU's career rushing chart when he left campus. 


1982 Associated Press All-America 


Gary Lewis solidified the Cowboy defensive front from 1980 to 
1982. The defensive tackle utilized his speed to disrupt the opposi- 
tion's offense. 


Lewis garnered Associated Press All-America honors during his se- 
nior season of 1982. He was also a two-time All-Big Eight performer 
in 1981 and 1982. 


Lewis participated in the 1982 Blue-Gray Game and the Senior 
Bowl. He was a fifth round draft choice of New Orleans in 1983 and 
played one season for the Saints.

The fleet-of-foot, hard-hitting Brown picked off six passes in 1984, 
helping the Cowboys to a national ranking as high as No. 3 as well 
as a Gator Bowl win over South Carolina. The bowl win capped the 
first 10-win season in OSU history. 


In 1984, Brown also racked up 50 tackles, eight pass deflections, 
one sack and recovered one fumble. 


During his career, Oklahoma State went 29-16-2 and participated in 
three bowl games, including two wins.

The wideout left OSU as not only the top pass catcher in Cowboy 


history, but tops in the history of the Big Eight Conference. 


In his career, Dykes caught 224 passes for 3,510 yards. His 1,441 
receiving yards in 1988 set a Big Eight record, as did his 31 career 


touchdown receptions. 


Dykes played on one of the most prolific offenses in history as OSU 


averaged 48.7 points and 530.4 yards of total offense per game 
in 1988. 


In his four years, OSU teams went 36-11 and went to three bowl 


games. 


Dykes was a first-round draft choice of the New England Patriots 
in 1989, the 16th-overall selection. Debilitating knee injuries cut his 


career short after just two seasons and 26 games in the NFL.

Alonzo Mayes provided a large target for OSU quarterbacks during 
his stint in Stillwater. Mayes, a 6-5, 265-pound tight end, caught 
passes for the Pokes from 1994-97. 


The Oklahoma City Douglass product and two-time All-Big 12 
selection hauled in 92 passes in his career, which was the most 
ever for an OSU tight end at the time. During his Walter Camp 
All-America season of 1997, Mayes caught 29 passes for 424 yards 
and seven touchdowns. He was also an All-America selection by 
the Football Writers Association of America, The Sporting News 
and the Associated Press. 


Mayes was selected in the fourth round by the Chicago Bears in the 
1998 NFL Draft. He was traded to the Miami Dolphins during the 
2000 season where he played through 2002.

Mayes played on three bowl teams at OSU (Houston, Cotton, 
Alamo) and his physical play typified the Cowboy offensive attack 
and philosophies of the era.

Dez Bryant's sizzling sophomore season made him a consensus 
All-America selection as a receiver and the runner-up for the Bilet- 
nikoff Award. He was also recognized as the Big 12's special teams 
player of the year thanks to his efforts in the return game. 


Bryant finished second nationally with 19 touchdown receptions, 
establishing a then-OSU record in the process. He was third nation- 
ally with 114 receiving yards per game and second in America in 
scoring (9.7 points per contest). He was third nationally with 17.9 
yards per punt return, including two touchdowns. His 128 points 
scored and 1,480 receiving yards in 2008 both ranked second at 
OSU at the time. 


A native of Lufkin, Texas, Bryant was electrifying with the ball in his 
hands, posting a staggering 17.5 yards per touch as a sophomore 
in 2008. 


He was a first-round pick of the Dallas Cowboys in 2010.

A four-year starter and two-time All-Big 12 selection, Okung capped 
his stellar career as a unanimous All-America selection while being 
named a semi-finalist for the Lombardi and the Outland trophies. 
He started the final 47 games of his career for the second best 
streak in OSU history while becoming the most decorated offensive 
lineman ever at Oklahoma State. 


Twice during his career, Okung held the nation’s sack leader with- 
out a sack and in one instance, without a single tackle (vs. Indiana 
in the Insight Bowl). He played on four bowl teams and paved the 
way for three different Cowboys to reach 1,000 rushing yards in a 
season. During Okung's career, Oklahoma State led its conference 
in rushing for the first four times in school history and ranked 
among the nation’s leaders in fewest quarterback sacks allowed. 


Oklahoma State won 18 games over the final two years of his 
career, which ended with OSU's appearance in the 2010 AT&T 
Cotton Bowl. 


Okung was a first-round pick of the Seattle Seahawks (sixth overall) 
in the 2010 NFL Draft and went on to become an NFL Pro Bowler.

Dan Bailey joined the OSU football program as a walk-on in 2007 
and left the school in 2010 as a first-team All-American, the winner 
of the Lou Groza Award (presented to the nation’s top kicker), the 
Big 12 special teams player of the year and as the school’s all-time 
leading scorer. 


In 2010, Bailey set a then-NCAA record for points scored by a 
kicker in a single season with 149. He converted on 27 of 31 field 
goal attempts and 68 of 70 extra points. 


He kicked a walk-off game winner against Texas A&M and his 370 
points were not only the best in OSU history (breaking the 22-year- 
old record held by Barry Sanders), but it was also the fifth-best total 
in Big 12 history at the time. 


He set an OSU record with 182 straight converted extra points and 
his 27 field goals as a senior were also a school record. He was 
the nation’s second-leading scorer as a senior with 11.46 points 
per game. 


He was named a first-team All-American by Scout.com and a 
second-teamer by Associated Press.

Levy Adcock was a consensus All-American in 2011, earning first- 
team honors from the American Football Coaches Association and 
the Football Writers Association of America, second-team honors 
from Walter Camp and third-team honors from the Associated 
Press. 


Standing 6-foot-6, weighing 322 pounds and exceptionally athletic 
for his size, Adcock was the most well-known member of an OSU 
Offensive line that paved the way for two of the best offensive units 
in school history in 2010 and 2011. 


In two seasons starting on the offensive line and registering well 
over 1,000 snaps of game action, Adcock allowed only 1.5 sacks 
despite the fact that the Cowboys ranked among the national lead- 
ers in pass attempts during his time on the line. 


2011 Associated Press All-America 


The 2011 Big 12 Offensive Lineman of the Year, Grant Garner 
was a first-team All-American by SI.com and was a third-team All- 
American by the Associated Press during that same season. 


The leader of the Cowboy offensive line from his center position, 
Garner was generally thought of as one of the key cogs on one of 
the nation’s most feared offenses in both 2010 and 2011. 


He was a finalist for the 2011 Rimington Award, which is given 
to the nation’s most outstanding center, and he did it with steady 
leadership and a tremendous knowledge of the game. 


Garner consistently graded out as OSU's top offensive lineman 
during a 2011 season that saw him pave the way for quarterback 
Brandon Weeden and receiver Justin Blackmon to both emerge 
as viable Heisman candidates and running back Joseph Randle to 
rank among the national leaders in touchdowns scored.

Feared throughout his career as one of the most punishing hitters 
in the Big 12, Markelle Martin was a first-team All-American by 
the American Football Coaches Association after serving as the 
ringleader of the Cowboy defense in 2011. 


A three-year starter for the Cowboys, Martin never ranked among 
the nation’s statistical leaders in any individual category, but stats 
aren’t what built his reputation. Martin was known for devastating 
opposing players when they wandered into his territory. 


With Martin serving as a starting safety, the Cowboys won a share 
of the Big 12 South title in 2010 before winning the conference 
crown outright in 2011. The intimidation factor that Martin pos- 
sessed helped OSU to lead the nation in turnovers forced from 
2010-11. The Cowboys ranked seventh in the nation in pass 
efficiency defense and were 12th nationally in red zone defense 
during Martin's All-America season.

Oklahoma A&M sophomore ! \ 
tailback whiz Bob Fenimore, the 
nation’s total offense leader, lived 
up to All-America billings as the 
Cowboys bounced the local team 
from TCU, 34-0, in the third-largest margin of victory in Cotton Bowl 
history. Fenimore scored on runs of one and seven yards and com- 
pleted 6-of-13 passes for 136 yards. Fullback Jim Spavital powered 
his way for 120 yards, including a 52-yard scoring bolt. 


Meanwhile, the Poke defense smothered TCU, not allowing the 
Horned Frogs past midfield until the second half. Coach Jim Looka- 
baugh’s muscular single-wing offense harvested 494 yards of total 
offense, while TCU could manage only 105. In the fourth period, 
A&M's reserves took over with Joe Thomas and Mack Creager 
adding touchdowns on short plunges. 


The Aggies finished the year with an 8-1 record. It was their best 
win total since the 1932 squad won nine games. 


Fenimore, Neill Armstrong (who would later coach the Chicago 
Bears) and tackle Ralph Foster were all Aggies who were named 
as the game's outstanding players. Fenimore was inducted into the 
Cotton Bowl Hall of Fame in the spring of 2007.

Earlier in the game, the Cowpokes bulled their way to a 13-0 lead. 
Freshman tailback Thurman Thomas, the game’s MVP when he 
rushed for 155 yards and a touchdown and passed for a TD, leaped 
over from one yard out at the end of O-State’s first possession. 
Then, early in the second quarter when it appeared the Gamecocks 
had stalled the Cowpokes at the Carolina six-yard line, Thomas 
took a Hilger pitch, ran right and suddenly stopped and threw back 
left to a wide open Hilger for the score. The conversion attempt was 
wide and it was a play to haunt the Pokes until Hanna's heroics. 


Carolina regained the lead quickly in the third quarter on aerial 
bombs of 24 and 57 yards, but the rest of the time the stubborn 
Cowboy defense kept the Gamecock attack in a fog. OSU's final 
drive was endangered only once, that on a fourth-and-sixth situa- 
tion at midfield, but Hilger hit the reliable Hanna for 13 yards to the 
Carolina 36. Hilger mixed up the defense beautifully by sending 
Thomas up the middle on a draw play for 11 yards and then came 
heart-stopping magic on the TD pass to Hanna.

The OSU lead was short-lived. West Virginia scored two touch- 
downs and a field goal in the second quarter that went unanswered 
by Oklahoma State and the Mountaineers led 24-14 at the half. 


The Cowboys took the lead with 1:43 left in the third quarter on 
a six-yard pass from Gundy to J.R. Dillard and the successful 
PAT made it 28-27. The Cowboys took a 35-27 lead in the fourth 
quarter on a four-yard run by Thomas. O-State had to hold one 
more time, however, as West Virginia drove for a touchdown with 
just 1:13 left. OSU defender Shawn Mackey’s goal line tackle on 
the two-point conversion try stopped West Virginia from tying the 
game in the final minute.

SAN DIEGO -- Touted as one of 
the great offensive showdowns of 
the '88 season, Oklahoma State 
and Wyoming found themselves in 
a7-7 deadlock at the conclusion 
of the first quarter of the Sea 
World Holiday Bowl. 


But one set of Cowboys, the group 
from Stillwater, forged a 17-7 lead 
at halftime and broke the contest 
wide open in the third quarter on 
their way to a 62-14 romp. OSU's 
high-powered offense was as explosive as ever, as the trio of Heis- 
man winner Barry Sanders, All-American Hart Lee Dykes and Mike 
Gundy joined forces for the last time in front of a crowd of 60,718 at 
Jack Murphy Stadium. 


Sanders rushed for 222 yards on 29 carries with five touchdowns — 
all Holiday Bowl records. Dykes broke the Holiday Bowl record for 
reception yardage, as he caught 10 passes for 163 yards, including 
a 25-yard strike from Gundy in the fourth quarter. Gundy completed 
20-of-24 passes for 315 yards and two touchdowns and caught a 
17-yard pass from Sanders to set up another score. 


Not only bowl records fell, though. Gundy’s 315 yards through the 
air set a school record, and the Cowboys’ 698 yards in total offense 
was the third-highest output in OSU history. OSU's defense proved 
to be the biggest surprise of the contest, however, as they allowed 
Wyoming only 33 yards rushing and 204 yards in total offense. Sim 
Drain, named the Defensive Player of the Game, had four tackles 
and two sacks and led the OSU defense to its lowest yardage 
allowance since 1986.

Manning's 1-yard keeper in the 
fourth quarter capped a 97-yard 
drive, and completed a run of 24 
straight points by Ole Miss (10-3), 
which finished with its first 10-win 
season since 1971. That was just 
enough to overcome the Cowboys (9-4). 


Rashaun Woods caught a 17-yard TD pass to get Oklahoma State 
to 31-28 with 4:38 left, just four minutes after Vernand Morency’s 
second touchdown run. 


Woods set Cotton Bowl records with 11 catches for 223 yards. On 
the 72-yard drive that ended with Morency's second TD, he caught 
two passes for 63 yards, both on plays when cornerback Travis 
Johnson was called for pass interference and still couldn’t prevent 
the catches. 


Oklahoma State's Josh Fields set a Cotton Bowl record with 307 
yards on 21-of-33 passing. The junior’s touchdown gave him 55 in 
his career, breaking the school record set by offensive coordinator 
Mike Gundy (1986-89). 


The appearance at the Cotton Bow! was the first for the Cowboys 
since Jan. 1, 1945 and it marked OSU's first January bowl game 
since Jan. 1, 1946 when the Cowboys won the Sugar Bowl.

Alabama tied it on an 18-yard touchdown pass from Wilson to 
Matt Caddell with 3:32 remaining in the first quarter, but OSU went 
ahead 14-7 on Toston’s 4-yard run. The Cowboys stretched their 
lead to 17-7 on a 28-yard field goal by Ricks. Alabama cut the 
margin to 17-14 on a 1-yard run by fullback Tim Castille but was 
unable to stop the Cowboys final drive of the half.

took the lead later in the quarter after Masoli struck with a 41-yard 
touchdown run.

Playing with a debilitating shoulder injury for most of the third 
quarter and the entire fourth quarter, Robinson was gutsy in 
bringing the Cowboys back for two more touchdown drives, but the 
Oregon defense made the stops it needed down the stretch to seal 
the Duck victory. 


Oregon was clearly the more physical team on both sides of the 
ball, with running back Jeremiah Johnson (119 rushing yards) and 
Masoli (106 rushing yards) both going crossing the century mark 
in the game. 


Playing after having his knee scoped after the regular-season finale 
vs. Oklahoma, Cowboy running back Kendall Hunter was clearly 
not himself with 13 carries for only 37 yards. He did punch in a pair 
of touchdowns from three yards and four yards, respectively.

Seniors Lucien Antoine and Terrance 
Anderson also added interceptions and defensive end Jermiah 
Price recovered a fumble. 


While the defense played well enough to win on most days, the 
OSU offense had trouble solving Ole Miss’s defense. The Cowboys 
went three-and-out on each of their first five drives and finished the 
game with only nine first downs. 


OSU's lone score came on a one-yard pass from running back 
Keith Toston to tight end Wilson Youman in the third quarter that 
tied the game at 7-7. 


It was all Rebels from that point, however, as the Rebels scored 
two fourth-quarter touchdowns and forced Cowboy turnovers on 
each of OSU's six possessions in the final stanza to derail the 
Cowboys’ comeback hopes.

While the Oklahoma State offense - ranked No. 1 in the nation in 
total offense - got all the headlines and attention going into the game, 
it was the Cowboy defense that carried the day. OSU held the potent 
Arizona attack 20 points and 75 yards below its season averages. 
Additionally, the Cowboys forced four Wildcat turnovers and limited 
Arizona to 90 yards rushing. 


In addition to Martin’s Defensive MVP performance, OSU linebacker 
Orie Lemon finished with 14 tackles in helping lead a Cowboy de- 
fense that held Arizona to 10 points in the contest - the fewest points 
OSU had allowed in a bowl game since BYU mustered only six 
points against the Cowboys in the 1974 Fiesta Bowl. 


The Pokes jumped on the Wildcats early and held a 23-7 lead at the 
12:33 mark of the second quarter. Arizona never threatened Okla- 
homa State as the Cowboys tacked on another touchdown and two 
more field goals in the second half.

Burns Hargis was named the 18th President of Oklahoma 
State University and the OSU System in December 2007 and 
took office March 10, 2008. 


Hargis oversees one of the nation’s most comprehensive 
land-grant university systems with more than 37,000 students, 
7,400 employees, and campuses located in Stillwater, Tulsa, 
Oklahoma City and Okmulgee. 


He has guided OSU to record enrollment and record fundrais- 
ing, reaching the $1 billion Branding Success campaign goal in 
April 2013, nearly two years ahead of schedule. The campaign 
is focused on student scholarships, faculty and other vital 
resources and programs. He also is overseeing a construc- 
tion boom that is transforming the OSU campus to be more 
competitive in academics and athletics. 


Hargis has a bold vision of creating a modern land-grant uni- 
versity that cuts across disciplines to better prepare students 
for success. 


Hargis, who holds degrees in accounting from Oklahoma State 
University and in law from the University of Oklahoma, is the 
second OSU graduate to lead the university as president. 


Oliver S. Willham, who served as president from 1952 to 1966, 
graduated from then Oklahoma A&M in 1923. 


Before being named OSU President, Hargis had a long and 
distinguished legal and business career, with active civic 

and philanthropic leadership across many fronts. He also is 
familiar to many Oklahomans through the political perspective 
and wit he provided on the award-winning television program 
“Flashpoint”. 


Prior to coming to OSU, he was Vice Chairman of Bank of 
Oklahoma, N.A. Before joining Bank of Oklahoma in 1997, 
Hargis practiced law in Oklahoma City for 28 years, most re- 
cently with the firm of McAfee & Taft. He is a former president 
of the Oklahoma County Bar Association, former president of 
the Oklahoma Bar Foundation, and is a Fellow of the American 
Bar Foundation. 


Hargis served as vice-chairman of the Oklahoma State Elec- 
tion Board, the Oklahoma Constitutional Revision Commission, 
and served as Chairman of the Oklahoma Commission for 
Human Services. He is a former member of the Commission of 
the North Central Association of Colleges and Schools. Hargis 
was a candidate for the Republican nomination for Governor of 
Oklahoma in 1990. 


A firm believer in the power of imagination and collaboration, 
Hargis was the first chair of the Oklahoma Creativity Project. 
He has served and chaired many boards, including the Board 
of Regents for the Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
leges of Oklahoma State University. 


Hargis received the state’s highest honor when he was in- 
ducted into the Oklahoma Hall of Fame in 2009. Hargis and his 
wife, Ann, have two married children and three grandchildren. 


BRANDING #.SUCCESS 


THE CAMPAIGN FOR OKLAHOMA STATE UNIVER 


Alittle more than five years after launching a $1 billion 
fundraising campaign to support students, faculty, 
programs and facilities, Oklahoma State University officials 
announced on April 24, 2013, that the goal had been 
surpassed nearly two years ahead of schedule. However, 
with a number of priority projects still to be funded, OSU 
President Burns Hargis said Branding Success: The Cam- 
paign for Oklahoma State University will continue through 
its scheduled completion date of Dec. 31, 2014. 


More than 85,000 donors have participated in Branding 
Success. 


The seven-year campaign began in December 2007, and 
the public phase was announced Feb. 26, 2010, when the 
campaign total exceeded the halfway point. A record year 
of fundraising from July 1, 2010-June 30, 2011, added 
nearly $253 million to the overall total. 


The $120 million Pickens Legacy Scholarship Match 
(PLSM) — named for alumnus, philanthropist and business- 
man T. Boone Pickens — is one of the highlights of the 
largest comprehensive higher education fundraising 
campaign in state history. The PLSM program was an- 
nounced in 2010 with an initial $100 million challenge gift. 
Pickens increased the amount by $20 million in 2011 when 
he learned the initiative had generated a record number of 
qualified gifts. 


Examples of how the campaign has impacted the four 
priority areas include: 


STUDENT SUPPORT 

+ Nearly 1,000 new scholarship funds, producing thousands 
of scholarships (many funds are supporting multiple 
scholarships). 


FACULTY SUPPORT 

+ 134 new endowed faculty positions, which strengthen 
academic programs and help OSU recruit outstanding 
faculty. 


PROGRAM SUPPORT 

+ Additional funding for programs such as the Learning 

and Student Success Opportunity Center (LASSO). From 
2007 to 2012, the center's enrollment grew by 140 percent. 
Since 2008, the freshmen retention rate at OSU has 
improved by nearly four percent. 


FACILITY SUPPORT 

+ Following extensive renovations, OSU’s new Postal Plaza 
Gallery will open this fall in the former U.S Post Office 
building in downtown Stillwater. 

* Construction of a new indoor football practice facility and 
a new tennis center and new track are underway north of 
Boone Pickens Stadium. 


Additional projects to be funded by the end of the campaign 
include a new building for the Spears School of Business, 
remodeling the Human Sciences building and completing a 
new Performing Arts Center on the south side of campus.

Established as a result of the Morrill Act, the Stillwater campus is 
the home of the OSU System. OSU was founded on Dec. 25, 1890, 
as Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College. On July 1, 1957, 


Oklahoma A&M College became Oklahoma State University. 


The OSU System has an enrollment of more than 37,000 students 


across all its campuses. Named Oklahoma's inaugural Truman 


Honor Institution for its production of Truman Scholars, OSU today 
boasts students from all 50 states and around 120 nations. There 


are more than 200,000 OSU alumni throughout the world. 


When it comes to outreach, OSU reaches across the state of Okla- 
homa. It has five campuses: Stillwater, which includes the Center 
for Veterinary Health Sciences; OSU-Tulsa; OSU-Oklahoma City; 
OSU Institute of Technology in Okmulgee; and the OSU Center for 
Health Sciences in Tulsa, which includes the OSU Medical Center. 
OSU also boasts 16 agricultural experiment stations statewide, ex- 
tension offices serving all the state’s 77 counties, a research facility 
in Ponca City, and a biosciences institute in Ardmore in partnership 


with the Noble Foundation. 


With more than 350 undergraduate and graduate degrees and 


options, as well as professional degree programs in medicine and 
veterinary medicine, OSU and its nine different colleges provide 


unmatched diversity of academic 
offerings. 


OSU conducts innovative research and technology transfer that 


enhance Oklahoma's economic vitality and its quality of life. The 
focus has expanded greatly since 1890, but the third cornerstone of 
the university's land-grant mission remains as crucial for the future 


of Oklahoma as it was at statehood. Interdisciplinary collabora- 
tions with academic institutions, government agencies, private 
business, and industry ensure that contributions of faculty and 


student researchers to the development of new knowledge and its 


dissemination are pertinent and lasting. 
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Areas of emphasis include: alternative energies and conserva- 
tion; animal-based agriculture and biotechnology; environmental 
protection; food production and safety; health and medicine; manu- 
facturing and advanced materials; national defense and homeland 
security; sensors and sensor technologies; and transportation and 
infrastructure. 


Although OSU is a large, comprehensive university, its size does 
not minimize the personal attention given to each student. OSU en- 
courages all students when they first enroll to identify the college in 
which they wish to major. Because the average number of students 
majoring in any one department is less than 150, the student can 
count on personal attention in a friendly environment. 


OSU offers students many distinct advantages. It has more than 

2 million volumes in the library; modern research laboratories and 
equipment; excellent physical education, recreation and student 
union facilities; nationally-recognized residence hall programs; 
outstanding cultural events; and nearly 40 nationally affiliated 
fraternities and sororities that provide a stimulating educational and 
social environment. 
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UNIVERSITY HISTORY 


The story of Oklahoma State University began on Christmas Eve, 
1890, at the McKennon Opera House in Oklahoma's territorial capi- 
tal of Guthrie when Territorial Governor George W. Steele signed 
legislation establishing an Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical 
College (OAMC) in Payne County. 


OAMC'’s first students assembled for class on Dec. 14, 1891, even 
though there were no buildings, no books, and no curriculum. The 
college’s first students attended classes in the Stillwater Congrega- 
tional Church. The original campus consisted of 200 acres of prairie 
that were donated by four local homesteaders. The college's first 
six graduates received their diplomas in 1896. 


Visitors to the OSU campus often marvel at its beauty and 
consistency of architecture. Much of the credit goes to legendary 
president, Henry G. Bennett, who served from 1928-1951. Dr. 
Bennett's 25-year campus master plan envisioned some of the 
university's most famous and beautiful structures, including the 
Edmon Low Library and the OSU Student Union. 


Anew campus master plan is guiding unprecedented construction 
that is making OSU more competitive in academics and athletics. 
Starting in the fall of 2008, OSU has opened the new Multimodal 
Transportation Terminal, the new North Classroom Building, the 
west end zone of Boone Pickens Stadium, refurbished Old Central, 
the Donald W. Reynolds Architecture Building, an upgraded Murray 
Hall, and the new Henry Bellmon Research Center. Most recently, 

it completed a major renovation of the Student Union, considered 
the most comprehensive union in the country. Hall of Fame Avenue 
on the north, University Avenue on the south, and Monroe Street 
through the campus core have been significantly upgraded, and the 
university is making numerous upgrades to its campus landscape. 


OSU grew quite rapidly following World War II. The post-war years 
were marked by a huge enrollment surge. Some graduates from 
that era may remember “Veteran's Village,” a thriving community 
that developed on the northwest edge of campus as veterans and 
their families moved into surplus military housing provided by the 
college. The mid-1940s also were a golden era for athletics at 
Oklahoma A&M. In a 90-day period in early 1945, A&M teams won 
the Cotton Bowl, the NCAA championship in wrestling, and the 
NCAA championship in basketball. The next year, the wrestling 
and basketball teams repeated as national champions, and the 
football team won the Sugar Bowl. Coaches and players from 

that era are now sports legends. Coach Henry Iba set a national 
standard in basketball and Edward Gallagher took his wrestling 
teams to international prominence. 


By the 1950s, the college had grown substantially. In 1957, Okla- 
homa A&M became The Oklahoma State University for Agriculture 
and Applied Science. 


During the next three decades, OSU would build academic pro- 
grams to match its new status. Enrollment more than doubled from 
10,385 in 1957 to more than 23,000 in the 1980s. OSU became 

a statewide university system, adding branches in Okmulgee in 
1946 and Oklahoma City in 1961. OSU merged with the Oklahoma 
College of Osteopathic Medicine in 1988, and OSU-Tulsa was born 
in 1999. 


Today, OSU has more than 37,000 students across five campuses 
and a presence in every Oklahoma county through its extension 
offices and experiment stations. From six graduates in 1896, to 
around 5,000 annually today, the small college on the prairie has 
grown and prospered far beyond the dreams of its founders. OSU 
teaching, research and graduates are making a bigger impact on 
the lives of people around the world than ever before. It's a great 
time to be a Cowboy!

ATHLETICS DIRECTOR 
NINTH YEAR | OKLAHOMA STATE, 1970 


Recognized as a 2013 finalist for National Athletic Director of the 
Year in the Sports Business Awards by SportsBusiness Journal and 
SportsBusiness Daily, Mike Holder is a central figure in Oklahoma 
State’s current athletic resurgence. He was named Vice President 
for Athletic Programs and Director of Intercollegiate Athletics at 
Oklahoma State University on Sept. 16, 2005. 


In his 32 years of leading his alma mater’s golf program, Holder’s 
name became synonymous with success not only on the golf 
course, but in fundraising, facility development and the academic 
performance of his student-athletes. In fact, a case could be made 
that Holder took Oklahoma State’s already strong golf program and 
transformed it into America’s best. 


Those same leadership skills have served him well in his time 
guiding OSU's athletic department. His plan and vision for the 
betterment of Cowboy and Cowgirl athletics have taken shape, 
most notably with the completion of Boone Pickens Stadium. The 
stadium, now a horseshoe with more than 60,000 seats, features 
111 completed suites. Also during Holder's tenure, OSU built the 
Sherman Smith Indoor Training Center and constructed new foot- 
ball practice facilities. The two opened in the summer of 2013. 


Now under construction are new tennis and track and field 
complexes. 


Under Holder's direction, the Oklahoma State University Depart- 
ment of Athletics has continued to move forward while maintaining 
its traditional strengths. The Cowboy football team has appeared in 
seven straight bowl games for the first time in school history. OSU 
has won five more national team championships under Holder's 
watch, raising the school’s championship count to 51 — the fourth 
best total in the country and tops in the Big 12 Conference. In 2011, 
OSU claimed its first outright conference football championship of 
the modern era. 


Holder's tenure has also featured landmark fundraising by the 
athletic department, including the $165 million gift from T. Boone 
Pickens that pushed OSU's facility drive into high gear. The legend- 
ary OSU alum also helped complete the west end zone project with 
another $63 million gift in 2008. At Holder's urging, OSU Athletics 
has placed a new emphasis on scholarship endowments. That 
endowment drive has seen Oklahoma State climb from dead last in 
the Big 12 to second with gifts and commitments of approximately 
$58 million. Just four years ago, OSU's endowment stood at $2.1 
million. 


Perhaps Holder's adept fundraising stems from his “fund-giving”. 
He and his wife, Robbie, illustrated their commitment to Oklahoma 
State when they donated $500,000 for the first fully endowed schol- 
arship for Cowboy football. The scholarship is named for former 
OSU player, the late Vernon Grant. The Holders’ lifetime giving to 
OSU surpasses $2.5 million, including $1 million for an entrepre- 
neurship super chair at OSU in the Spears School of Business. 
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“Robbie and | made the gift to the college of business because 

of (OSU donors) Malone and Amy Mitchell,” Holder said at the 
announcement. “Having two degrees in business was the icing on 
the cake. | would like to see the new program nationally recognized 
and make a difference in the lives of young people.” 


Malone and Amy Mitchell had made a $57.2 million gift to OSU, 
split evenly between athletics and academics, on the day the Hold- 
ers announced their $1 million gift. 


Things are on the upswing at the turnstiles as well. Oklahoma State 
set new school records for football season ticket sales in 2008, 
2009, 2011 and 2012, reaching nearly 49,000 in 2012. 


Holder smoothly administered his first high-profile job search when 
Oklahoma State went looking for a men’s basketball coach. The 
pressure was on to fill a position that had been occupied by two of 
the winningest coaches in college basketball history in Henry Iba 
and Eddie Sutton. Holder tabbed Travis Ford for the job and the 
first-year coach immediately validated the decision by taking OSU 
to its first NCAA Tournament appearance since 2005 as the Cow- 
boys advanced to the second round with a thin roster that battled 
to the very end. Ford's second year in Stillwater also resulted in an 
NCAA Tournament trip, as did the 2012-13 season.

E HOLDER 


Another Holder hire, softball coach Rich Wieligman, took the 
Cowgirls to the Women’s College World Series in his fifth season at 
the helm. And women’s soccer coach Colin Carmichael, who took 
over the program during Holder’s tenure, guided Oklahoma State to 
within a game of the College Cup in 2010 and 2011. OSU has won 
the Big 12 regular season or postseason soccer title in four of the 
last five years. Holder also named Jim Littell women’s basketball 
coach following the loss of Kurt Budke and his assistant, Miranda 
Serna, in a plane crash. Littell led the Cowgirls to the WNIT title in 
2012 and the NCAA tournament in 2013. 


During his tenure as the men’s golf coach, Holder’s successes 
included not only his team’s results on the course, but his play- 

ers’ performances in the classroom and beyond. His vision and 
fundraising abilities resulted in the creation of Karsten Creek, a 
magnificent golf course in Stillwater, selected as the Best New Pub- 
lic Course in 1994 by Golf Digest magazine. That publication listed 
Karsten Creek as the nation’s 12th “greatest public course” in 2011. 


In 2000, Holder's Cowboy golf team claimed the national champion- 
ship, marking the eighth time his squad carried home the NCAA 
trophy. And while high national finishes are the norm at Oklahoma 
State, the accomplishments of his teams never stopped at the 18th 
hole. 


Holder took over his OSU coaching post on July 1, 1973, and 
during his tenure, his teams set student-athlete standards that were 
unequaled. While he coached 112 All-America selections, including 
38 first-team choices, and has numerous former players competing 
on the PGA Tour, overseas and on mini-tours, Holder saw to it that 
his players also excelled in the classroom. During his tenure, OSU 
produced three Ben Hogan Award winners, which was based on 
academic and athletic excellence nationwide. Kevin Wentworth 
earned the honor in 1990, Trip Kuehne claimed the prestigious 
award in 1995 and Hunter Mahan was named the 2003 recipient. 
Kuehne was OSU's outstanding male graduate in 1995 as well. 


Only 14 times since 1984 has a golfer been named first-team 
athletic All-America and academic All-America in the same season, 
and nine of those student-athletes were from Oklahoma State. 
Holder had 21 academic All-America selections from the inception 
of that honor in 1984 until he vacated the head coaching position 
for the AD’s chair, as well as countless academic All-Big Eight and 
All-Big 12 selections. 


Holder is one of five coaches in NCAA history, regardless of sport, 
to win a national championship in four different decades. Three 
times Holder coached the Cowboys to the national team title 

the same year an OSU individual also claimed medalist honors 
(1978, 1987 and 2000). Along the way, he claimed 25 conference 
championships. His 21 Big Eight championships were the second 
most by a head coach in any sport, trailing only Kansas basketball 
coach Phog Allen. 


As a student-athlete, Holder was the 1970 Big Eight medalist 
and led OSU to the conference team title. He was a third-team 
All-American as a junior and a senior and an honorable mention 
All-American as a sophomore. 


Holder, a graduate of Ardmore High School, earned his degree in 
marketing from Oklahoma State in 1970 and completed work on his 
MBA at OSU in 1973. His wife, Robbie, graduated as salutatorian 
from Jasper High School in 1966, and attended the University of 
Houston where they met at the All-American Intercollegiate golf 
tournament in 1968. The team captain for each of the competing 
universities drew the name of a coed from a hat at the pre- 
tournament banquet to serve as that team’s host and Grier Jones 
drew Robbie’s name for the Cowboys. The rest is history.

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T. Boone Pickens is arguably OSU’s (and the state’s) most vis- 
ible personality. His various endeavors and colorful demeanor 
have been chronicled on the covers of most American busi- 
ness publications and by some of the most-watched television 
programs in the country. 


During the span of his long career, T. Boone Pickens has 
created thousands of jobs and made billions of dollars— for 
others as well as himself — and he isn’t timid about spreading 
it around. “I like making money. | like giving it away.... not as 
much as | like making it, but it's a close second,” he has often 
said. 


The breadth of his philanthropy — which approaches $1 billion 
during his career — includes health and medical research, 
treatment and services; entrepreneurship; kids at risk; educa- 
tion and athletics, with a particular focus on his alma mater, 
Oklahoma State University; corporate health and fitness; and 
conservation and wildlife management. While many donations 
involve tens of millions of dollars and attract headlines, there 
are hundreds more ranging from hundreds of thousands to 
several hundred. Each is important in its own way. 


The establishment of the T. Boone Pickens Foundation has 
ensured his continued ranking as one of the top U.S. philan- 
thropists. The Pickens Foundation is improving lives through 
grants supporting educational programs, medical research, 
athletics and corporate wellness, at-risk youths, the entrepre- 
neurial process and conservation and wildlife initiatives. 
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In 2007, Pickens brought his innovative entrepreneurial 
approach to the philanthropic sector, announcing the Founda- 
tion’s largest gifts yet — $50 million each for two University 

of Texas health care institutions: UT Southwestern Medical 
Center at Dallas and The University of Texas M. D. Anderson 
Cancer Center in Houston. Under unique agreements, the gifts 
create special funds at the institutions, requiring that they grow 
to $1 billion ($500 million each) within 25 years from earnings 
on the original principal and/or from new outside donations 
solicited by the institutions. When the $500 million marks are 
reached, the institutions will be able to distribute the funds as 
they deem fit. 


In many ways, Pickens is a record-setting philanthropist. His 
$165 million gift to his alma mater, Oklahoma State University, 
in 2005 is the single largest gift for athletics in NCAA history, 
and the $7 million donation to the American Red Cross in 2005 
is the largest individual contribution in the 150-year history of 
that organization. His unprecedented giving to athletics has 
triggered a renaissance in Oklahoma State University’s football 
program and was a key factor in its first Big 12 championship 
in 2011 and its first BCS Bowl win in the Fiesta Bowl matchup 
with Stanford in 2012. 


On May 21, 2008, Pickens gave $100 million for the endow- 
ment of major faculty chairs and professorships at Oklahoma 
State University. The OSU School of Geology already bears his 
name from previous gifts to OSU. 


Over the years, Pickens has donated over $500 million to 
Oklahoma State, split virtually equally between athletics and 
academics. 


In 2010, OSU launched its campus-wide “Branding Success” 
campaign and T. Boone Pickens again led the charge with yet 
another $100 million gift to his alma mater. In the course of his 
philanthropic history, Pickens’ gifts to Oklahoma State have 
been split virtually even between the academic and athletic 
endeavors on campus. 


Recently, Pickens has become a national and indeed a world 
leader on the energy front with the launching of the Pickens 
Plan, which is a unique private sector initiative formed to 
address the economic and national security threats posed by 
America’s ever-increasing reliance on OPEC oil.

TITLES 
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The Big 12 enters its 18th year as it continues to promote the 
strength and success of one of the nation’s premier athletic 
conferences under the direction of second-year commissioner 
Bob Bowlsby. 


TCU and West Virginia joined the league on July 1, 2012 and 
became the Big 12’s first additions since inception, joining Bay- 
lor, lowa State, Kansas, Kansas State, Oklahoma, Oklahoma 
State, Texas and Texas Tech. 


With 10 members, the Big 12 remains as the only major con- 
ference in the nation to determine its champions in all sports 
directly on the field of play with a full round-robin schedule. 


The Conference's hard work ethic and strong values have 
translated to enormous success in its first 17 years. Since it 
began competition in 1996-97, the league can boast of 52 
NCAA team titles and 537 individual national championships. 


The trophy case added more hardware in 2012-13 as Texas 
won the NCAA Championship in women’s volleyball and the 
Oklahoma State men’s cross country team captured its third 
national title in the last four seasons. Oklahoma State won the 
Western crown in equestrian while Oklahoma became one of 
just five programs to capture multiple national championships 
in softball. The year ended with Kansas hoisting its first NCAA 
trophy in women’s outdoor track and field. Additionally, the Big 
12 picked up 20 individual national titles. 


Several other sports also made strong national showings a 
year ago. Big 12 football sent a national-record 90 percent of 
its teams to bowl games. Women’s basketball claimed the top 
position in conference RPI for the sixth consecutive season 
and was the only league to place 80 percent of its teams in 
postseason play and 70 percent in the NCAA Championship. 
Baylor won the Big 12's first men’s basketball NIT title. Kansas 
indoor track & field, Oklahoma women’s gymnastics and Okla- 
homa State wrestling finished as runner-up in their respective 
national championships. Additionally, Texas joined Oklahoma in 
the Softball College World Series while K-State and Oklahoma 
competed in baseball Super Regionals. 


Individually, Baylor center Brittney Griner earned consensus 
women’s basketball national player of the year for the second 
season. Oklahoma State’s Marcus Smart was named National 
Freshman of the Year by two different outlets, while Jeff Withey 
of Kansas was selected the National Association of Basketball 
Coaches Defensive Player of the Year. Texas volleyball head 
coach Jerritt Elliott received American Volleyball Coaches As- 
sociation Coach of the Year honors. Oklahoma pitcher Keilani 
Ricketts repeated as the USA Softball Collegiate Player of the 
Year, giving the Big 12 two of the three all-time multiple win- 
ners as former Texas player Cat Osterman earned the award 
three times. Ricketts also claimed the Honda Award for softball 
for the second consecutive season. Kansas track & field head 
coach Stanley Redwine and assistant coach Wayne Pate each 
earned national accolades as the U.S. Track & Field and Cross 
Country Coaches Association (USTFCCCA) awarded the two 
with outdoor coach of the year honors. 


AlG 12 CONFERENCE 


The Big 12 lays claim to five Heisman Trophy winners since 
1996 and has had a finalist in 12 of its 17 seasons — the most 
of any league. Seventeen athletes have earned major indi- 
vidual awards in football in the past five campaigns. Overall, 
more than 1,400 student-athletes have earned All-America 
recognition in the past five years alone. 


Through its first 17 years, the Big 12 has claimed a team 
national championship in 16 of the sports it sponsors. The 
Conference ranks second with seven appearances in the BCS 
National Championship Game and is second with 96 football 
consensus All-America selections in that time. League squads 
combined to lead the nation in women’s basketball attendance 
13 consecutive years and the Big 12 is the only conference to 
surpass the one-million mark in season attendance — doing so 
six times. In men’s basketball, the league is the only confer- 
ence in the nation where every coach has guided a team to the 
NCAA Tournament, including six coaches that have led teams 
to the Final Four. During the last nine years a total of 31 NCAA 
trophies have been hoisted by Big 12 institutions, with at least 
one national crown won in all but one year for the Conference, 
including 16 consecutive seasons. 


The Big 12 and its member institutions are committed to a 
competitive environment where sportsmanship and fair play 
take center stage. Whether on the field, in the classroom, or 
within the community, the student-athletes, administrators, 
coaches and game officials of the Big 12 support the highest 
ideals in sportsmanship. 


National academic accolades have always been strong in the 
Big 12. Danielle Robinson (Oklahoma) and Sam Acho (Texas) 
were selected to receive Today's Top VIII Awards — one of the 
NCAA's top honors. It recognizes student-athletes who com- 
pleted their athletic eligibility during 2010-11 for success on the 
fields and courts, in the classroom and in the community. In 
the last two seasons, three student-athletes were recipients of 
the NCAA Elite 89 Award. That honor showcases individuals 
who have reached the pinnacle of competition at the national 
championship level, while also achieving the highest academic 
standard among their peers. 


In its short history, the Big 12 has had 537 Academic All- 
America recipients, averaging more than 30 each season. Big 
12 student-athletes have shown commitment to their studies 
by earning numerous individual academic recognitions. Nine 
times in the past eight years a league athlete has garnered the 
top academic honor for their respective sport. The Big 12 had 
plenty of success overall in the classroom the last four years, 
as the Conference boasted 80 student-athletes earning Capital 
One/CoSIDA Academic All-America recognition through the 

fall of 2012. 


The Big 12 can take pride in other stories that combine on and 
off the field success. Patience Knight (Texas Tech) was the 
recipient of the Honda Inspiration Award in 2008, given to an 
outstanding female college athlete who overcomes adversity 
to excel in her sport. She was diagnosed with a cancerous 
tumor in 2007, but rebounded to win All-America honors at the 


NCAA Indoor Track & Field Championships. Oklahoma State 
women’s basketball was the inaugural recipient of the “To- 
gether We R” Team Award in 2012, recognizing programs that 
have strived to succeed in the face of adversity. Following a 
devastating tornado south of Oklahoma City just before the Big 
12 Baseball Championship in 2013, several league baseball 
teams along with other student-athletes, coaches and former 
Conference players contributed help in a variety of ways. Plus, 
the Conference contributed $200,000 to the relief efforts. 


Competitive excellence, scholarship and sportsmanship are all 
equal components of the Big 12 philosophy. All-Big 12 teams 
and Academic All-Big 12 squads are recognized for each sport 
at the end of their respective seasons. At the end of each 
academic year, the Conference honors its top male and female 
student-athletes with the Big 12 Athlete of the Year and Big 12 
Sportsperson of the Year awards. 


Institutions can also nominate student-athletes for the presti- 
gious Dr. Prentice Gautt Postgraduate Scholarships. A total of 
313 scholars have received near $2.2 million in postgraduate 
financial aid through the first 17 years of the program. 


The Big 12 sponsors 23 sports. Men's squads include baseball, 
basketball, cross country, football, golf, indoor track & field, 
outdoor track & field, swimming & diving, tennis and wrestling. 
Women’s teams are fielded in basketball, cross country, 
equestrian, golf, gymnastics, indoor track & field, outdoor track 
& field, rowing, soccer, softball, swimming & diving, tennis and 
volleyball. 


Big 12 institutions create a league that encompasses five 
states and nearly 37 million people. More than 4,200 student- 
athletes from across the United States and around the World 
compete annually in the sports sponsored by the Conference. 


The Conference conducts postseason championships for 20 
of its 23 sports. Each championship helps to determine teams 
and/or individuals that will represent the Conference in national 
postseason competition. The winner of the Big 12 football 
regular season championship earns the league's berth into the 
Bowl Championship Series. 


In its first 17 years, the Conference has distributed more than 
$1.8 billion to its member institutions. The conference office is 
headquartered in Irving, Texas.

Throughout OSU's Homecoming activities, more than 50,000 alumni visit Stillwater. That total does not include fans and alumni who make the trek just for the football game. 


From street painting to Orange Ambiance, and from the well-known “Walkaround” in which city streets are closed for a gigantic block party centered around Homecoming decorations, to

Alumni of Oklahoma State University are as loyal to their alma 
mater as any group in America. Just look around the Stillwater 
campus. OSU's director of athletics, head football coach, head 
wrestling coach and head baseball coach are all graduates of 
Oklahoma State. 


Many factors contribute to the “college experience” — not the 
least of which is gaining a feeling of belonging and a sense of 
loyalty to the school, its faculty and staff, the community that 
embraces the university, and the athletic teams that compete 
to garner conference and national honors. 


Wearing school colors and displaying emblems of the uni- 
versity are life-long symbols of allegiance. Oklahoma State's 
famed Homecoming is a yearly celebration that brings much 
activity and excitement. 


THE COWBOY TRAIL 


Dating back to the 1890s, Oklahoma A&M sports teams had 
been referred to as Agriculturists or Aggies, the Farmers, and 
officially but unpopularly, the Tigers. But by 1924 Charles 
Saulsberry, sports editor of the Oklahoma City Times, and 
other writers who regularly covered college events, had begun 
to refer to Stillwater’s teams as the A&M Cowboys. Report- 
ers’ constant search of colorful synonyms started sprinkling 
Cowpokes, Pokes, Waddies, Cowpunchers and Punchers in 
conversation. “Cowboys” had a Southwestern flavor and flair 
that fit like a favorite pair of boots. 


The Athletic Council authorized athletics director Edward C. 
Gallagher to have 2,000 balloons printed, “Oklahoma Aggies— 
Ride 'Em Cowboy’ for sale at football games in 1926. 


(excerpt from text written by Lance Millis) 


Around 1923, when Oklahoma A & M College was searching 
for a new mascot to replace its tiger (copied along with the 
school’s orange and black colors, from university founders 
who hailed from Princeton), a group of students saw Frank 
Eaton leading the Armistice Day Parade. He was approached 
to see if he would be interested in being the model for the new 
mascot, and he agreed. A likeness was drawn and began to be 
used on sweatshirts, stickers, etc., and a tradition was born. 


That caricature was the basis for what is used today as the 
Official Oklahoma State University mascot. For 35 years, the 
crusty old cowboy was a living symbol of OSU, representing 
the colorful past of the area. As such, he would attend OSU 
athletic events, building dedications, etc., and sign autographs, 
pose for photographs and reminisce about the Old West with 
anyone who would listen. 


To this day, his likeness is a visible reminder of the Old West to 
literally millions of people yearly as a symbol of colleges whose 
mascots pay homage to the cowboy. Each year, OSU students 
tryout for Pistol Pete. A panel of former “Petes” judge the try- 
outs and select the two best candidates based on an interview, 
a mime, and posing as mascot in different “game situations.” 
The two who are selected split the approximately 500 appear- 
ances annually. These appearances include all athletic events, 
pep rallies, business openings, weddings, birthday parties, and 
public school events.

Frank Eaton - the

“My boy, may an old man’s curse rest upon you, if you do not 
try to avenge your father... You must never stop until they are 
all accounted for!” These words, according to one of Eaton’s 
many stories, were spoken by a family friend following the 
brutal murder of his father, and guided the formative years of 
Frank's life. 


Born in 1860, in Hartford, Connecticut, Frank moved with his 
family to Kansas shortly after the close of the Civil War. When 
Frank was eight-years-old, his father, a former Union soldier, 
was shot and killed by a group of lawless former Confederates. 
Frank was a witness to the murder and each of the murderers’ 
faces was imprinted in his memory. 


After being challenged to avenge his father’s death by Mose 
Beaman, (the family friend), Frank set out to learn how to 
handle guns. Mose gave him a gun and holster, and taught him 
how to handle and shoot guns. Frank quickly learned to “shoot 
a snake's head off with either hand”. During the next few years, 
Frank's days were spent helping his mother with chores and 
practicing shooting. With each passing year, he became faster 
and more accurate with his guns. 


When Frank was 15, he learned of the location of one of his fa- 
ther’s killers. After deciding it was almost time to set out on his 
mission, Frank wanted to make sure his shooting skills were 
good enough. He decided to visit Fort Gibson, a cavalry fort, 

to try to learn more about handling a gun. There he competed 
with the cavalry’s best marksmen, beating them each time. Af- 
ter many competitions, the fort's commanding officer, Colonel 
Copinger gave Frank a marksmanship badge and a new name. 
From that day forward, Frank would be known as Pistol Pete! 


BULLET 

The Oklahoma State University Cowboys have many symbols 
of their western heritage, but none is more appropriate than 
their mascot, Bullet. The Spirit Rider program debuted in 1984 
with the first few Spirit Riders providing their own horse to 
serve as mascot for the OSU Cowboys. 


However, in 1988, Stars Parr Money was donated to the OSU 
Athletic Department to be used specifically as the mascot. 
Since that time, Bullet has delighted crowds with his traditional 
sprint across the football field following every Cowboy touch- 
down. The heart of the Cowboy Spirit Rider Program, Bullet 

is not only seen at Boone Pickens Stadium and other OSU 
football games, he’s made appearances at local elementary 
schools, parades, rodeos and other special events, including 
the opening ceremonies of the Oklahoma State Special 
Olympics. 


The tradition of the Spirit Rider can be attributed to the late 
Eddy Finley, who wanted to promote school spirit the “cowboy 
way,” on horseback. Since that time, additional support has 
come for the Spirit Rider and Bullet, much of it due to Finley's 
hard work. A horse trailer, custom-tooled saddle and uniform 
dress for the Spirit Rider and ground crew have been donated 
to OSU. In honor of the Spirit Rider and its tradition, Jim Ham- 
ilton sculpted the Spirit Rider bronze statue that sits next to the 
National Wrestling Hall of Fame in Stillwater. 
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NO PLACE LIKE HOME 


The relocation of Oklahoma State’s daily football 
operations into the west end zone in the summer 
of 2009 punctuated one of the largest building 
projects in recent NCAA history. And the result is 
the new home of Cowboy football. 


Boone Pickens Stadium is now a state-of-the-art 
facility that not only provides Oklahoma State 
football with a unique game-day environment 
and a roaring home-field advantage, but also with 
unrivaled facilities for daily operations located in 
incredibly convenient proximities. 


Boone Pickens Stadium officially opened a new 
south side in 2004, a new north side in 2006 and in 
2009 put the wraps on the west end zone project. 
And while the new digs put OSU on the cutting 
edge of collegiate facilities, the Cowboys still enjoy 
the home-field advantage that suffocates oppo- 
nents with the tightest sidelines in all of football. 


The result is that every fan in attendance is close to 
the action and very much a part of the OSU game- 
day experience in the coziest 60,000-seat stadium 
in America. 


The west end zone project provides “BPS” with a 
new multi-level football operations center. Some of 
the new features include football offices, meeting 
rooms, speed, strength and conditioning center, 
locker rooms, equipment room, athletic medicine 
center, media facilities, and hall of fame areas, 
along with a sprawling new training table area. 
Atop the facility, Boone Pickens Stadium is ringed 
by 111 suites and 4,000 club seats. 


The stadium was officially re-dedicated on Sept. 

5, 2009, when the Cowboys opened the season 
with a 24-10 win over No. 13 Georgia in front of 
what was then a record crowd of 53,012. That new 
record has been re-written so much that the Geor- 
gia crowd no longer appears among the school’s 
all-time top 10. 


The wheels were set in motion on the multi-facet- 
ed, multi-year stadium project when OSU graduate 
T. Boone Pickens made the single-largest gift in 
school history in 2003. His $70 million donation 
($20 million of which was earmarked for stadium 
expansion) spurred the “Next Level Campaign”, 
which generated more than $100 million in 

gifts and pledges and involved more than 2,500 
individuals, making it the single-most successful 
campaign in OSU history at the time. 


Pickens capped the fundraising effort in 2005 with 
his monumental gift of $165 million that allowed 
the university to complete the overhaul of the 
stadium. The gift is the largest ever received by a 
university athletic department. 


It’s not just the stadium that has changed. In 2005, 
the playing surface was replaced with Football Pro, 
a surface created by Millennium Sports Technolo- 
gies. It is considered the best and most durable 
synthetic surface available. 


OSU’s football home is now far removed from the 
original field that opened in 1913. The Cowboys’ 
first athletic field gained its first permanent seating 
in 1920 and was repositioned from north-south to 
east-west to “avoid the prevailing strong winds” in 
the early 1900s. 


The first addition to the stadium came in 1924 
with the steel and concrete portion of the south 
stadium. During the 1929-30 seasons, 8,000 per- 
manent seats were built on the north side to bring 
the capacity to 13,000. 


In 1947, the south stadium was increased from 20 
to 53 rows and capacity climbed to over 30,000. 
The first permanent press box was added in 1948. 
Prior to the 1950 season, 10,600 more seats were 
added to the north stands, increasing capacity to 
39,000.

The next expansion didn’t come until 1971 when 
the cinder track around the field was removed. The 
field was lowered 12 feet and 20 rows of perma- 
nent seating were added to both sides. 


The first artificial surface was installed in 1971 ata 
cost of $2.5 million, and the coaches’ offices (now 
part of the Athletic Center and utilized by various 
OSU coaching staffs) were constructed prior to the 
start of the 1978 season. 


The stadium’s press box was torn down and 
reconstructed in 1980 and the lighting system was 
installed prior to the 1985 season. 


A second artificial surface was installed prior to 
the 2000 season and remained in place until the 
summer of 2005. 


Due to construction, official stadium capacity had 
dropped to 44,700 before climbing back to a new 
high of 60,000 in 2008 when seats in the new west 
end zone were opened. As the suites across the 
top of the west end zone came on line, capacity 
rose to its current level of 60,218. 


As a result of the completed stadium project, 

OSU had its highest average attendance in school 
history and shattered the school record for season 
tickets with nearly 46,000 purchased by the Cow- 
boy faithful in 2009. Another new mark was set in 
2011 with 48,714 season tickets sold. 


The Oklahoma State Cowboys now take to the field 
from the northwest corner of the stadium in front 
of the OSU student section. 


In the east end zone is the Athletics Center, home 
of historic Gallagher-Iba Arena, which has been 
voted as the best college basketball venue in the 
country by at least two national media outlets. 
Atop the athletic center are the only suites in 
college athletics that can be utilized for football, 
basketball and wrestling.

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Hall of Fame Avenue in Stillwater is beginning to take ona 
hall of fame look as the construction continues around the 
Oklahoma State athletic complex. 


The latest facility to come on line at Oklahoma State is the 
Sherman E. Smith Training Center, which was completed in 
June of 2013. The indoor facility is surrounded by three new 
practice fields — two grass fields and one artificial. The 
completion of the new fields and indoor facility provides 
OSU football with one of the best practice complexes in the 
country. 


The Smith Center is located just across Hall of Fame Avenue 

from Boone Pickens Stadium. The indoor training facility spans 

almost 94,000 feet and is large enough to host a soccer field. 

Its football configuration allows for 15 yards of clearance on both sidelines. The unique facility features six fabric roll-up doors (three on both 
the east and west sides). 


The indoor clearance of the facility is 65 feet above the playing surface. There are three indoor filming platforms and more platforms 
on the outside of the building for practices on the grass fields. The new facility is named after long-time OSU donor 
Sherman E. Smith, who passed away on June 6, 2011. 


“Sherman Smith was a good friend of mine,” said Mike Holder, OSU’s Director of Athletics. “His relationship 
with Boone Pickens dates back to the 1940s. They shared the same birthday, were in the same fraternity (20 Yards 
and had a business relationship. Long

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WINNING TREND

From a program that won just four games in Gundy’s first season, to an all-time best 12 wins in 2011, OSU’s 
football program has been on a steady rise over the last eight seasons. From a one-win conference season in 
year one to an 8-1 conference record in 2011, the rise has been steady and sure. 


The 2012 campaign culminated in the Cowboys’ seventh-straight bowl appearance, 


a trend that looks to continue in the foreseeable future.
